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Melville Boresby’s second book broucht 
him his first taste of The tre- 
mendous wave Of popularity it created 
quite took the voung writer off his feet. 
He had launched iit tentatively, with the 
nervous fear that the critics 
who _ had picked his first novel 
to pieces would make it = a mark 
for their fine-pointed sarcasm. With mar- 
velous unanimity they declared it to be the 
most powerful novel published in recent 
years. They generously put the public on 
Botice that it might be well to keep an eye 
on the author of “Two Men.”

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POEMS HERE AT HOME is the title of 
James Whitcomb Riley’s new book, _ is- 
#0ed with all the perfection of print and 
paper that is characteristic of the Century 
Company's press. In it are many old fa- 
vorites and some new poems which will 
ecome favorites. It is a mixture of se- 
rious and comic sketches of hoosier dia- 
‘lect, and of childhood, and wooings of a 
more elassic muse. To add an additional 
zest to the book, it has been illustrated by 
that master of black and white, Kemble, 
who has caught and fixed for the eye the 
scenes and characters which Riley draws 
so vividly for the imagination. 

People don't like Riley best when he 
writes of nature in the abstract. He has 
taught them to look to him for a breath of 
art caught directly from genuine human 
nature, as seen through the medium of 
hoosier optics. Here is a country literary 
6ociety, from that point of view: 


First they started it—“’y gee." 
‘Thinks-says-I, ‘‘this settle-ment 
*S gittin’ too high-toned fer me." 
Kut when ail begin to jine, 

And I heerd Izory went,

“The Old Man and Jim” appears again, 
and also “The Old Band.” “The Hired 
Man and ‘Lizabuth Ann,” “Tradin’ Goe.” 
and others so well known as to require 
only a reference. The best thing in the 
book are the sketches of childhood. They 
are true to life itself. Who that has felt 
the unaffected admiration of youth for a 
bigger boy can fail to appreciate this 
little touch of nature: 

The Boy Lives on Our Farm. 


The boy iives on our farm, he’s not 
Afeard ©” horses none: 

An’ he can make ‘em lope er trot, 

Kr rack, er pace, er run.

It is hardly fair to Mr. Riler to quote 
ouly his dialect character sketches. There 
are poems in the volume that have the ring 
of a higher art and the touch of a loftier 
genius. Mr. Riley’s genius is so many 
sided, his mastery of his native idioms so 
perfect, his humor so true, his appreciation 
of the beautiful in all nature so keen, that 
whatever he puts his hand to, whether it 
be a dialect sketch or a more etherial off- 
spring of his imagination, appeals with a 
peculiar charm to his readers. With the 
people at large he is today the most popular 
living poet in America, and he holds his 
place, as he won if. by a fine disregard 
for the eritics and by a steadfast deter- 
mination to write of things as they come 
to him from nature’s world.

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THE LAND OF POCO TIEMPO, by 
Charles F. Lummis—a sketch of the ‘Pue- 
blos and their kindred tribes; past and pres- 
ent—is so thoroughly eharming a book of 
description and travel that the only way 
to truly learn its merit is to read it for 
yourself. The glamour of mystery hangs 
about the land of the Pueblos. The very 
name is suggestive of the profound obliv- 
ion that gathers around the lost centuries 
of aboriginal American history. The won- 
derful architectural remains, which bear 
evidence of the civilization which has van- 
ished as utterly from the memory of man 
as the traditional empires of the valleys 
of the Euphrates or of the Nile, have long 
served as a puzzle to the archaeologist, to 
constantly invite his research and as con- 
stantly bafile his pursuit. Who these peo- 
ple were who built those wonderful fort- 
resses on the cliffs. whence they came, and 
whither they vanished, has been lost in 
the darkness of the past. All the traveler 
can do is to gaze with ever increasing won- 
der on the crumbling monuments which 
they left behind to tell to future genera- 
tions the mute story of a people whose 
names were never recorded on the page of 
history and who have vanished as though 
the earth had swallowed them up. 

_ Mr. Lummis would havq it that the Pue- 
‘blos are but the remnants‘of the race that 
once made its habitations,in the cliffs 
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none the less obscure and none the less 
tantalizing, and will ever be a chosen 
theme of romantic dreamer. 

It is a strange land with strange cus- 
toms, and the author describes it with a 
style singularly vigorous and picturesque. 
His sketch of the Apache warrior is the 
finest that has ever been written. It is 
impossible here to give any idea of that 
graphic and vivid picture or of the follow- 
ing sketch, “On the Trail of the Rene- 
gades” which, if anything, is more graphic 
than the other. It throws a new light on 
the Indian warfare of the southwest. 
Such a tireless, elusive, and devilishly in- 
genious imp as the Apache warrior is rep- 
resented to be, it is hard to imagine. 
Those who read Mr. Lummis’s chapters on 
the Apache will in future be better able 
to understand why it takes a large part 
of the United States army months and 
months to run down and capture a dozen 
of these fiends incarnate at such @ com par- 
atively appalling sacrifice of life. 

What is true of his chapters on the Apa- 
che as to description, is equally true of 
every other chapter in the book. The 
strange land of a strange people, tn itself 
a theme to charm the curious, borrows 
new interest from his graceful and virile 
pen. If all men could tell so well what 
they have seen in distant climes the ma- 
jority of travelers could afford to stay 
ut home.

It is eas) 
for a southerner to think well of thoss 
at the north who were hie friends, and 
those of the south who remained firm in 
their allegiance to the old flag have won ap 
plause at the north as examples of patriotic 
heroism. When a man sees fit to gu 
against the opinion of his countrymen and 
the sentiment of his section in days like 
those, there is generally a dog in the wel; 
somewhere. sut there were doubtless 
many cases in which the motive was one 
of pure principle, and there is a grim hero- 
ism in defying public opinion regardless 
of consequences to life or limb which com- 
mands the admiration. 

Such a man was Abner Beech, the eop- 
perhead, who foreswore his only son when 
he marched away to fight in an unholy war 
against his fellow countrymen. Beech is 
a typical. hard-headed, thrifty, well-inform 
ed, substantial farmer, whose character 
becomes somewhat heroic under the fire 
to which he is subjected. The story is 
told with a bold, sure touch, and there is 
enough dry humor in it to give it a piquan- 
cy that relieves it of any particle of tedium.

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THE MONROE DOGTRINE

Some Strange Misapprehensions as 
to Its Origin and Principles. 
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BY HON, WILLIAM L. SCRUGGS. 


For about seventy years the “Monroe 
Doctrine” has been a term of popular par- 
lance, employed to indicate ‘a foreign policy 
essentially and distinetly American, And 
yet, strange to say, it seems to be very im- 
perfectly understood, both as to its princt 
ples and its origin. Only the other day, 
a leading and inthueutial vewspaper of 
Bahkimore, asserted editorially, and = the 
assertion las been very generally copied 
by other journals, that the “Monroe Doc- 
trine’” originated with a British cabinet 
minister, and that it bas never been for- 
mveriy adopted by the United States gov- 
ernment. Such an assertion by a leading 
public journal, and its unqualified endorse- 
ment by others of equal prominence, ex- 
hibited a degree of ignorance by Americans 
of the political history of their country 
that is truly lamentable. 

A more generaliy accepted error of opin- 
ion is that the so-called “ANionroe Doctrine” 
originated with President James Monroe, 
on the occasion of his celebrated mes- 
suge to congress in December, 1823. Asa 
mnatter of fact, however, substantially the 
same principles, and in substantially the 
same language, were enunciated by John 
Quincy Adams, three vears before, on the 
occasion of the- suggestion from Russia 
that the United States should join the 
“Toly Alliance.”” “And they were substan- 
tially reiterated by him two years after 
this, and one year before the date of Pres- 
ident Monroe’s message, first in a written 
communication to our minister at London. 
aud subsequently in an official conversation 
with the Russian minister at Washing- 
ton. 

But even Mr. Adams was not the first 
te promulgate them. They had been dis- 
tinctly outlined, nearly a quarter of a 
century before, by President Washington 
in his farewell address to the people of the 
U nited States. They even ante date that ad- 
dress: for it Is a matter of history that 
the America u poliey and principles of 
neutrality, as after formulated in Mr. Mon- 
roe s mlessuge to CONLTess, axre ceoeval with 
the very existence of our govermment it- 
self, é| hey were the logical sequences of 
the declaration of independence of 1776, 
2nd of the treaty of peace of 1782. They 
are Incident to the peculiar character of 
our republican institutions: developed and 
formulated by the growth of our national 
public sentiment, and rendered expedient 
and practicable by our isolated geographi- 
cul position.

But England, who had already 
built up a profitabie trade with those colo- 
vies since their independence. had quietly 
withdrawn from the  allianee. there 
Mr. Canning’s proposal that Great 
Britain tiled the United - States 
declare jointly that whilst “neither govern- 
mont desired any portion of Spanish Ameri- 
oa for itself, they would not comsent to the 
acquisition of these colonies by other pow- 
ers.” Mr. Rush declined to entertain this 
proposal except upon bis own personal re- 
spoustbility., and then only on conmsidera- 
tion that Great Britain would first fornrally 
ncknmowled toe Independence ot those 
colonies as the United States lid done svime 
eighteen months before. This wes declin- 
ed, ald My. C'anning’s scheme fell dead. 

but «aside from this circunrtance, which 
tn itse.f ought to be conclusive, the ghaim 
that the British premier was the indirect 
but real author of the Alonroe doctrine, 
is effecutaily disposed of by Mr. Canning 
Himsel*. Qn tan official -communication, 
dated Deceinhber 21, 1S825,. and addressed to 
the Brrtish minister at Madrid, Mr. Can- 
ning says: “Monarchy in Mexico and Bra- 
zil would cure the evils of universal demoe- 
racy and present the drawing of a demark- 
ation which I most dread, namely, Ameri- 
ca versus Europe.” Further on, alluding 
to his contemplated protest against. the 
holy allianee, he continues: “While 1 was 
vet hesitating, in September last, what 
shape to give the deelaration and protest, 
I sounded Mr. Rush, the American minis- 
ter here, as to his powers and disposition 
to join any step which we might take to 
prevent hostile enterprises by European 
powers against Spanish America. He had 
no powers; but he would have taken upon 
himself, to join us if we would have hegre 
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Spanish American states. This we could 
not do. and so we went on witheut.” 

As remarked, by his biographer, “Mr. 
Canning’s position was simply that. Great 
sritain would vot willingly see the —boly 
alliance interfere on behalf of Spain in her 
contest with her American colonies. So 
for from assenting to the position that the 
unoecupied parts of America were no long- 
er open to colonization by Lurope, Mr. 
Canning held distinett'y that the United 
States had no right to take umbrage at the 
establishment of new colonies from Europe 
on apy such unoccupied parts of the Amer- 
ican continent.” (See Stapelton’s, “Can- 
ning and His ‘Times, page 190-6; also 
Whorten’s Digest,” sectiou 357.) 


Equally absurd is the claim now put forth 
that Decalise the so-called Monroe doctrine 
has never received formal legislative sine- 
tion, and because the president alone has po 
right to declare principles obligatory upou 
fureizgu nations, therefore, that it can have 
no real validity. Such an argument us this, 
it seems to me, merits little or no cousidera- 
tion. 

In the first place, every well-informed 
mnran knows that congress has never, even 
by il Inmajority report, dissented from nuv 
part the Monroe doetrine: bur that 
our national legishature stands construe- 
tively committed to it as a whee. Every 
single resolution that has ever been intro- 
duced into that body on the subjeet, has 
been dn support of it. That of January 
S24, by Mr. Clay, was never called up. 
Thar of June, S79. by Mr. Burnsides, was 
referred to the appropriate cguimittee which 
had no sufficient time to reporr before the 
senate adjourned. That by Mr. Crapo, 
Wis unamiinously and heartily sustained 
by the committee on foreign affairs: and it 
is no argument against it to sav that the 
SESSION closed the report could be 
taken up. There have been none others. 

In the second place. every one knows 
who kuows anvthing abont publie affairs, 
that most of the rules of dmtervational law 
derive their anthoritv from usage «lone: 
end that the Monroe declaration is a prece- 
dent universal acknowledgement and aecept- 
ed by the people of the American conti- 
nent. It has been confirmed by the declar- 
wtions of every president of the United 
States, and by every president of every 
South American state, who has ger had 
occasion to refer to it officially. Moreover, 
to say that the Monroe doctrine has no val- 
idity for want of formal legislative «ane- 
tion, tantamount to saving that Presi- 
dent Washington's farewell address has no 
validity, for neither did that ever receive 
auy formal legislative sanction. But who 
Is SO ignorant of the hietorv of his country 
as to assert that that last official wtterance 
of Washington had no validity? Asa mat- 
ter of fact we know that it had and stil] 
has: and that the recommendations there- 
In (iMeinding its embodiment of what is 
now kuown NS the Monroe doctrine) hava 
shaped the foreign policy of our govern: 
ment for a whole century.

GENERAL PURPOSES AND NDS

An Interesting Interview with Lieutenant 
Satterlee. the Acting Inspector General. 
Reducing the Number of Colonels. 


The general assembly has now under con- 
sideration several bills affecting the mill- 
tary, and as there is seemingly no opposi- 
tion—absolutely no expense is involved— 
they will doubtless become laws within a 
short time. They have all to commend 
them, nothing to. condemn them, as Is ap- 
parent from a careful study. of their pur- 
poses and aims, Lieutenant Saterlee says 
that shonld they be passed and the adjutant 
general's office will be put to its full test 
of working abtiity to carry out their pro- 
Visions, not alone the correspondence 
which will be but in the for- 
Inulation of plans and their execution. 

To the layman, this legislation may be 
of only passing interest, but for the troops 
and as affecting the military system of 
the state, there is much for consideration. 
It means progress, and better methods than 
have prevailed in the past.

“As gn encouragement vo the medical 
oflicers. the bill provides that only the 
ottcers of the medical department shail be 
eligible for the olfices of surgeon general, 
the assistant surgeon general and aimecdical 
inspector. Toe effect of the bill will be 
to recommission all surgeous as of the med- 
jcal department, but the surgeon general 
is given instructions to assign thei 
permanent duty with their former 
mands. They may be detached for 
as the needs of the service may demand, 
io be returned upon its completion. Sur- 
geons and assistants will be recommended 
for appointment by the commanders of the 
organization entitled to such officers, and 
they will form part of their staffs. In 
ofher words, like medtead officers of the 
army, the surgeons will belong to the gen- 
eral staff, but will perform duty by perma- 
nent assignment with the line of troops at 
the yarious posts or stations.” 

“What are the duties of the hospital 
and ambulance corps?” 

“That corps will consist of hospital stew- 
ards, acting bospital stewards, and privates; 
it will be permanently attached to and be 
under the control of the medical department, 
The hospital stewards must be practical 
druggists: this may be said to detine their 
duties when in contact with the troops. 
In general, the duties of the members of 
this corps are as wardnyasters, cooks, nurs- 
es, wttendants in hospitalss, as litter bearers, 
ambulance attendants in the field. ete. 

“The period of enlistment in the hospital 
corps is tixed at two vears.”’

MUCH IMPRESSED WITH LOUISVILLE 


He Delivered a Lecture There—His Visit 
Ohio—Cause o’the Republicans Roll- 
ing Up Such a Large Majority.

I have long considered Louisville the 
Queen City of the south, not only in the 
wagnitude of her commerce but in the char- 
acter of her population. There are more 
high-toned, eultured people in proportion to 
population than any other city, more CO 
leges, literary and religious, more notable 
ministers, lawyera and editors and more 
intense independent southern feeling. 1 was 
called there to. deliver an address in behalf 
of the ex-confederate soldiers, not to revive 
any sectional feeling or any of the bitter- 
ness of the war, but to raise money for the 
dependent confajerate soldiers, to keep 
them from want while they live and to bury 
them decently when they die. ‘his humane 
and patriotic purpose commends itself to 
all people in Louisville, and 1 had before 
me many northern people and federal sol- 
diers who gave willingly to the cause. I 
Was surprised at the number of confederate 
veterans who still live, for Anno Domini is 
working on them everywhere, thinning their 
ranks. Unpensioned soldiers do not live 
forever nor do they increase in numbers as 
the years rom oun.

And this reminds me ofa hurried visit to 
Ohio the other day where Mckinley had 
almost a walk-over in the late election. In 
the town where ~ stopped for a day IL Jearn- 
ed that most of the democrats voted for 
Mckinley because Hoke Smith was_ be- 
lieved to be opposed to federal pensions, 
or at feast was exhibiting a very inquiring 
mind about them. This pension business 
is the vital question up north. It is their 
salvation, and you might just as well make 
War upon a man’s religion as upon the sol- 
dier’s right to a pension.

Then 
would we sing, “Hard Times Come Ag’in 
No More.” How it would help out = short 
whe aut crop or half fl eotton crop! How 
it would help us to pay the preacher and 
save the heathen and buy the girls some 
clothes! No wonder those folks up north 
hug to the pension laws, whether they are 
right or not right. Now, every just man 
knows, of course, that our soldiers have as 
much right to pensions as theirs, and it 
will be %o set down in history, but the tide 
is against us, for whom the Lord loveth 
He chasteneth. And so we have to do the 
best we can. These good people in Louis- 
ville have got an association that makes 
provision for them, and while they can’t 
pension them, they get them something to 
do. Captain Leathers is the leading spirit 
of this good work and he has such men as 
General Basil Duke and General Taylor 
and Major Davis and Captain Easton and 

Broadus and Dr. Hemphill to help him, 
Alt the best people encourage them.

USING AND ABUSING. 


Georgia's Divorce Laws Are All Right 
According to Good Authority. 


JUDGE M. J. CLARKE’S THEORY DEPOSED 


Once He Believed That Divorces Should Be 


Granted Only on Scriptural Grounds. 
Judge W, R. Hammond Talks. 


— 


A bill introduced in the house of repre- 
sehtatives by Mr. Lewis, of Milton, has 
caused no small amount of discussion. 
This bill has direct reference to divorce 
suits, and it provides certain things that 
make the securing of a divorce less difficult 
than it has been heretofore. 

Under the present laws governing di- 
vorce suits, it is necessary for the party 
bringing the suit to have been a resident 
of the state for a time not less than a 
year, and to have resided in the county 
where the suit is brought for a period of 
at least six months. Mr. Lewis's bill pro- 
vides that the county residence clause shall 
be stricken out and the time vof residence 
in the state reduced to six months. The 
bill was tabled, but on motion of Mr. 
King, of Fulton, was taken up and the time 
of state residence again made twelve 
months, Mr. King offering a substitute 
which passed the house. 

There has always been a of 
opinion in regard to the use and abuse of 
the divorce. system. ‘There are some who 
have very stubborn views, extreme views 
in many instances, on the matter. There 
are some who would see divorces granted 
on the very slightest grounds, while others 
do not believe in divorces except on the 
scriptural grounds. The code sets forth 
nine grounds upon which a divorce may be 
granted, making the last one discretionary 
with the jury. They are as follows: 

1. Intermarriage by persons within the 
prohibited degrees of consanguinity and af- 
finity. 

” Mental incapacity at the time of mar- 
riage. 

3. Impotency at the time of marriage. 

4. l’oree, menaces, duress, or fraud in 
obtaining the marriage. 

5. Pregnacy of the wife, at the time of 
marriage, unknown by the husband, 

G. Adultery in either of the parties after 
marriage. 

7. Willful and continued desertion by 
either of the parties for the term of three 
years. 

S. The conviction of either party for an 
offense involving moral turpitude, and un- 
der which he or she is sentenced to im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for a term 
of two years or lounger. 

9. Discretionary grounds—in the case of 
cruel treatment or habitual intoxication 
by either party, the jury, in their discre- 
tion may grant either a total or partial di- 
rorce. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke’a Views. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke, just resigned 
from the superior court bench, has. proba- 
bly tried more divorce suits and grauted 
more divorces than any other judge in the 
state. It is without exaggeration when 
it is said that he has granted no less than 
v0 divorces for various causes. 

He was rather reluctant about talking on 
the subject of the divorce system. 

“The divorce laws are, in my mind, none 
too lax,” said Judge Clarke. “When I 
first first went upon the bench I hag a 
rather exalted idea of the way I should con- 
duct the divorce suits that might come be- 
fore me. I had determined, in fact, to hear 
of none that were not based on the scrip- 
tural grounds. I found out, however, that 
I was rather out of order. 

“When 1 came to apply my theory to the 
practical, every day phases of life and 
human nature, it was a misfit. Now I can 
say that 1 do not believe that the grounds 
for divorce, as set forth in the code, are any 
too broad. I have listened to shocking evi- 
deaces of all kind of mistreatment in suits 
for divorces—evidence that demand a jegal 
separation between husband and wife. 

“There is no doubt but that the divorce 
laws are abused, but I am free to confess 
that the abuse lies to no small extent in 
the administration. I*raud, however, is 
often practiced by the person wishing to-ob- 
tain divorces. I’or instance, a woman will 
for a divoree and’ allege cruel treat- 
ment as the prime cause in her move for a 
legal separation. ‘The husband receives no- 
tice of the suit, but makes no defense, de- 
nies no charges and a first verdict is ob 
tained. At the hearing for a second ver- 
dict the husband manages to have a lawyer 
on hand who asks that the divorce be made 
total as to the husband also, and nine times 
out of ten the jury grants it. 1 have not the 
doubt that a great many times the 
piaintiff in the suit swears to many things 
that are false. 1 find no fault with the di- 
vorece laws as they stand.” 

Judge W. K. Mammond Interviewod. 
Judge W. R. Hammond, who disposed of 
a lot of matrimonial litigation for parties 
wanting to quit double team work, has a 
suggestion to make in regard to the divorce 
laws. : : 

“I think that the parties in a divorce 
suit broucht in the state courts should have 
resided in the state at least a year,” said 
Judge W. R. Hammond, ex-judge of the 
superior court. “I also believe that if the 
defendant has resided for twelve months 
in the state, is a bona fide resident of the 
state, the plaintiff, whether having that 
required citizenship or not, should be per- 
mitted to bring suit for a divorce. On the 
other hand I do not think that parties 
shoul be allowed to acquire a citizenship 
for the express purpose of bringing a di- 
voree, when the defendant is a non-resi- 
dent. The bringing of a divorce suit should 
be allowed if the plaintiff has at any time 
been a bona fide citizen of the state. I be- 
lieve that a great deal of care is taken 
with divorce suits and that very few 
are granted without suflicient capse.”

When 
purchased by Ferd nand, a card.na. of the 
Medici, was in many disjowted pieces, 
having been shattered by the early Christ.ans 
in their zeal to destroy every relic of pagan- 
ism. She has, however, Deen very carefully 
restored, and the fingers ev.dentiy, and some 
say the head, are of modern dace. She re- 
mained for some time in the card nal’s pal- 
ace, but was transferred to the preseut luca- 
tion in 1677, where she bas ever since been 
the presid.ng deity, except.ng for a short pe- 
riod during the French invasion, waen »he 
was taken fo Paris, but in due t.me restored 
to her throne.

JUSTICE HAS BEEN IN ABLE HANDS. 


The Jurisprudents Who Adorned the 
Bench W ould Do Honor to Any Land. 
Their Law Has Been Good Law. 
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The courts of a people should ever be 
their most careiul concern, for in them are 
lodged the most sacrey powers that a free 
people are willing to delegate to pub.ic 
servants. Justice is typified in all lands, 
Which symbolism is used in all ages of 
cultured mind. She has borne with her 
the bandage of impartiality and the bal- 
anees of exactness. 

The worst calamity according to the in- 
telligence and honesty of receut centuries 
that can befall a country or community 
is to have courts suspected of partiality 
and judges open to the indictment of ve- 
nality. The most infamous men of civil- 
ized records, ranking deeper in the dyes 
of their degradation than regicides, traitors 
and corrupt legislators age those men who 
have soiled the ermine of the people put 
upon their shoulders with honor by the de- 
bauchery of their judicial functions and 
the greed of their purblind consciences. 

It has been the happy good fortune of 
Georgia to have escaped the humiliation of 
recreant judges, Almost without excep- 
tion. her benches, from the days of Ocle- 
thorpe to this good hour, have been voecu- 
pied hy men who were in every Way hon- 
vrable to their dignities, aud eonscientious 
in the integrity of their administrations. 
The judiciary of Georgia has always ranked 
high in-ability and integrity in the annals 
of American jurisprudence, and never high- 
er than today. 

Gur Cour's in Atlanta. 

It would occupy the best powers of a 
trained and experienced jurist to write sym- 
pathetically of the history and persounel 
of the courts of Atlanta for the fud period 
of her life as a city. The splendid lawyers 
who have S® upon our benches and to 
whose acumen and equity, to whose kuow!- 
edge of law and precedents, we owe the 
fame of our courts deserves each his spe- 
cial eulogy, but in this brief review of the 
courts as they have appeared since the 
war, we cannot pause to do full justice 
to any of these excellent men, but merely 
endeavor to recall the chief incidents of 
their careers, their accessions to the bench 
and the general fidelity with which they 
have administered justice to our people. 

Judge Join L. Mupkina. 


The first judge to ascend the bench of 
the superior court after the beginuing of 
the constitution’s career was Hon. John 
L. Hopkins. He was appointed to suc- 
ceed Judge Pope, in 1870. He had settled 
in Atlanta after the war, being one of 
those ‘Tennesseeans who had followed the 
confederate banner, and in the duy of its 
eclipse found that he would get only a 
savage and perhaps a bloody welcome back 
in his native state. Jtdge Hopkins was 
born ih Monroe county, Tennessce, in 1828, 
and is a graduate of Hiawassee college. He 
studied law at Madisonville, Tenn., and 
was there admitted to the bar in 1S4S by 
Judge Alexander, the father-in-law of our 
present United States: District Judge New- 
man, Judge Hopkins resumed the practice 
of law here, in Atlanta, in T8665, seeking 
to regain the losses of the war. He im- 
pressed the peopie with the sterting char- 
acter of his attainments and with the fear- 
less honesty of his life. When he was 
chesen to the bench the choice by Governor 
Bullock was one made necessary by the 
emergency. In the midst of a criminal era in 
Atlanta never equaled before or since, a 
time that called for a brave and upright ad- 
ministrator of the law, Judge Hopkins went 
upon the bench absolutely free from all 
trammels, and his five years 0 
service have become emphasized 
both local and state history as saving 
years. He took firm hold of the erim- 
inal machinery at the very outset and 
made the law so tremendous a terror to 
evil doers that his name became proverbial 
among the criminal classes. They learned 
promptly that he sat upon the bench as 
the incarnation of the sovereignty and jus- 
tice of the state and that he believed the 
peaceable, the innocent and the orderly 
had rights that the violent, lewd and law- 
Jess were bound to respect. Although 
eriticised for the severity of his sentences 
upon criminals, he knew that «deperate 
emergencies required desperate measures, 
It was a question of leniency to criminals 
and thereby cruelty to the law anid order 
elements of the community. He chose to 
show mercy to the latter and to give 
the full extent of the law, or a just wees- 
ure of it, to those who had wantonly 
and willfully trampled that taw under 

vot. The consequence was that Judge 

Hopkins earned and owns teday tne bonor 
of having broken down rampant 
in Atlanta and -giving that svunremuev 
to law and order which they have ever 
since here enjoyed. He retired in S76, 
in January, by resignation, as the labors of 
the bench had becothe exhausting to his 
strength. Entering actively upon practice, 
he soon regained not only his health. but 
a splendid clientelle, which he continues 
to serve to this day with distinguished 
ability. [le maintains in every :elation of 
eitizenship his unswerving rectitude. en- 
jors the most confident regard of jis fel- 
low citizens. and is easily connted the 
leader of his profession in Atlanta. 

Judge Cincinnatus Peeples. 

Governor Smith appointed Elfen. Cincinna- 
tus Peeples to succeed Judge Hopkins. 
Judge Peeples was then the law partner ct 
Ton. Evan P. Howell and noted as a luw- 
yer of eminent abilities. He was ai de- 
seendant of the sturdy Seots, who helped 
declare American independence first woon 
the tields of Mecklenburg, although he him- 
self was born in South (carolina. Judge 
Peeples read law in Augusta and located 
in (yainesville in 1830. He won fame 
m the old circuit that had so many nota- 
ble lawyers and in 1845-went to Athens. 
He became one of the couspicuous members 
of the celebrated bar of the EF I". 
cuit and was the compeer of the Cobbs, 
Hillyer, Toombs and other eminent Jaw- 
yers and jurists. He was intendant 
Athens and under his regime 
the most notable works of that 
Inaugurated and completed. In 
fer a term as state senator 
county, Judge Peeples, having marric]

On the bench Judge Peeples was dis- 
ingzuished for Dis imperturbabl> integr'r 
his kindness to all parties aud his strict ro.

Was marked by the display of the highest 
qualities of the erudite judze, and he way. 
complete satisfaction to the bar and the 
country. His death eccurred, while in of- 
fice. on Friday, June 1, 1877. nnd he was 
buried with the fullest evidences of - ikon 
ple’s sorrow. His memory ae 
all who knew bim ;

eudge George Hillreer. 

Hon. George Hillyer was chosen by Coy. 
ernor Colquitt to sueceed Judee Poenles

| supreme court. He is a graduate of Mer- 


cer university, and a man of the highest 
Curistiau purity. In the cenfederate army 
he was a soldier who bogie gnt of the 
dard campuignus in Vir ree years, 
and won distunction in the rights 
of his people. After t © J he located 
in’ Atlafta, and served as state senator 
in the troublous times of the state's reor- 
ganization, and rendered his name memor- 
ubie by that patriotic service. As a judge 
he was laborious, upright and concerned 
continually for the ends of exact Justice. 
before him were tried ex-Governor Rufus 
BK. Bullock, the railway tax cause, The 
Mitchell heirs’ case, the murder cases of 
kid Cox and Sam Hill and many other 
causes of equal celebration. It was under 
his counsel that the sectional superier courts 
system was adopted. When he went on 
the bench there were 2,700 cases on the 
docket for trial by jury, and at the end of 
five years he had reduced the number to 
GOO, and was the only judge to make a 
gain on the litigation of our local courts. 
Besides he had during his administration 
fewer cases reversed than any superior 
court judge in the state. Judge Hilwer 
resigne| in 18S2 to resume practice and his 
from the bench was regretted by 
the entire community. Since then he has 
been mayor of Atlanta and gave the city 
a superb administration. Today he ranks 
at the forefront of the bar of the city and 
the state. 
Judce William R. Wammond. 


Hlon. W. R. Hammond was appointed to 
fill out the unexpired term and then 
elected by the general assembly to a full 
term. Judge Hammond was raised in. New- 
nan. Ele was born in 1548. October 2sth, 
at l’ranklin, and is the son of the lamented 
Judge Dennis F. Hammond. Having gradn- 
ated at the State university and prepared 
for the bar, he was admitted in 1870, aud 
at once he began to build up fortune. and 
fame in his profession. Vhen sent upon 
the bench of this most important court in 
the state it was a crucial test to a young 
and untried jurist. but Atlanta bas never 
had «a more dignified, Ciligemt and distin- 
guished administration of law than Judge 
Hammond's. Hle won godden opinions from 
bar and people, and during his enttre ocecu- 
paney of the bench was accounted one of 
the best and purest men of our very able 
judiciary. He introduced severa’ notable 
reforms of practice, and secured legislative 
action to make this county a cirenit in 
itself. and to create the Stone Mountain 
eireuit, with a judge having concurrent 
jurisdiction in Fulten county. When Judge 
Hammon) resigned from the bench his ac- 
tion was almost universally regretted.

Judge Marshall J. Clarke. 

Hon. Marshall J. Clarke had been ap- 
pointed in January, 1SS5, judge of the city 
eourt of Atlanta. He had served about 
a vear in that position when, upon Judge 
Hammond's resignation, Governor MceDan- 
iel promoted Judge Clarke to the bench of 
the superior court. Hic remained upon it 
until a few weeks ago. Judge Clarke was 
born in Stewart county, on June.28, 1859, 
and after graduation at Mercer university, 
studied Jaw with his distinguished father. 
He did not take to law voraciously, how- 
ever, and practiced wittle until his 
services in the Fifty-sixth Georgia in Inen- 
tucky and Mississippi. He seftled in At- 
lanta in 1865. He has always been known 
as a quiet, studious and able lawyer and 
when he went upon the bench it was with 
the congratulation and approval of a unani- 
mous bar and people. Judge Clarke is 
unmarried and quaintly observes “that he 
never loved but one wotman,” and leaves 
her name a secret with himself. He is in- 
defatigably incdustrious,methodical and rigid, 
He has each year disposed, in some way 
approved by the law, of from 700 to SOO 
eases on docket, In his administration 
of law and equity he has given almost su- 
preme satisfaction. ‘Two-thirds of ali the 
eases appealed from his court to the su- 
preme bene! have been afflirmed,- and 
Judge Clarke had every reason to be sat- 
isfied with his record the bench. At 
least the people whom he served are grate- 
fully satisfied, and it is in that large meas- 
ure of public esteem that he enjoys his re- 
Ward as a jurist is found. 

The Constitution and the Conrts. 

It has always been the purpose of The 
Constitution to enlarge the facilities of 
justice in our courts, aud support our judges 
in their faithful‘administration of the law. 
‘These latter have found The Constitution, 
as they cheerfully testify, the powerful 
allie of all their endeavor to establish court 
reform, to vindicate the interest of law and 
order. The legislative power has consid- 
ered th@iniluence of The Constitution in all 
these matters, and to its advocacy are the 
people largely indebted for the judicial 
system we now have with two sections each 
of the superior and city courts, having 
four able and busy judges, and dockets so 
adjusted as to hasten both civil and erimi- 
nal business to just and speedy settlements. 

The City Court. 

The city court of Atlanta has grown from 
a mere misdemeanor tribunal into a double 
court of civil and criminal procedure, with 
two as able judges as eny state can boast. 
During its existence the court has had 
such judges as Hons. Robert J. Cowart, 
Richard Hi. Ciark, Rufus T. Dorsey, Mar- 
shall J. Clarke, Howard Van Epps and 
‘Thomas r Westmoreland. The 
two last named being the present 
distinguished incumbents, but first in ser- 
vice nnd honors, we recur to Judge Richard 

Clark, now judge of the Sione Moun- 
circuit, With associate jJurisdict.on in 
Fulton eounty. His name and legal fame 
are a part of the best anmals of Georgia 
jurisprudence. He has been a judge bor 
twenty vears, and is the oldest in the state 
except Judge Hansell,; of Thomasville. 
Judge Clark .Jbas passed his sixiy-ninth 
birthday: has been twice a state senator, 
twice a democratic presidential cieetor, 
colifier of the state laws, and several 
times a judge. He is one of the noblest 
men: eweet in disposition, erudite in law 
and democratic to the core in public mat. 
ond a devotee ol the pitme principes 
both by the divine and hiuyan 
is one of the illustrious

When It Comes to Gullies Georgia Can 
Hold Her Own. 


A WIERD AND HISTORIC SPOT. 


Graves of Men Who Died Serving Their | 


State Long Neglected—An Old Ser- 
vant’s Reverence. 


Milledgeville, Ga., November 18.—(Spe- 
cial.j—Laying aside the glory of a historic 
past, Milledgeville is one of the most inter- 
esting spots in the country and the scenery, 
old forts and other of her 
would give an interesting study to any one 
who admires the sublime in nature. Just 
three and a half miles west of the city, 
on the old Pamona farm, is a great chasm 
known as the “big gully.” which said 
to be the second largest gully the 
world and perhaps it is the largest. 

It is more than two hundred feet deep 
and ranges in width from 200 fect to 200 
yards, and is about a mile long with sev- 
eral bDravches ranging in width from fifty 
feet to seventy-five yards, and in depth 
from fifty feet to fifty vards. Mammoth 
pine, oak and other trees have grown up 
from the bottom of these gullies and their 
tups cannot be seen at a distalce of a 
hundred yards away. 

in a history of the travels of Sir Charles 
Lyell, president of the London Geological 
Society, who visited Georgia and Milledse- 
ville in 1846, the following statement Is 
made as to the size and origin of the big 
guiley: “Twenty years ago, it Lad no ex- 
istence: but when the trees of the torest 
were cut down, cracks three feet deep were 
caused by the sun’s heat in the clay; and 
during the rains, the sudden rush of water 
through these_cracks caused them to deep- 
en at their lower extremities, from whence 
the excavating power worked backward, 
till. in the course of twenty years, a chasm 
measuring no less that fifty-five feet in 
depth, 300 yards in length, and varying in 
width from twenty to one hundred and 
eighty feet was the result. The high road 
has been several times turned to avoid 
this cavity, the enlargement of which is 
still proceeding and the old roadway may 
be seen to have held its course directly 
across What is now the widest part of the 
ravine.” 

He then goes on to tell of the different 
minerals found in the perpendicular walls 
of the great chasm, which showed that the 
whole was once crystalline. 

The old gully is trequently visited by 
youngsters of the city, who cut walking 
canes and gather all sorts of ferus from its 
depths. Yesterday The Constitution's ar- 
respondent, in company with Colonel C. T, 
Crawford, visited the old guileyv. While 
rainbling around its yawning mouth, they 
ran upon a lone grave covered by a monu- 
ment, on which had been lately placed a 
large bunch of wild flowers, showing that 
the grave was not altogether unknown to 
the people of the outside world. 

It was noticed, too, that the ground about 
the grave has been cleanly swept and there 
were other signs of attention amd respect 
paid the body which had long since turned 
to dust. 

The inscription upon the tomb was as 
follows: “‘Erected by the State of Georgia 
in the memory of Samuel Beckcom, One 
of Her Sons, and a Soldier and a Captain 
of the Revolutionary War. Born “4th 
November, 1760; Died November 2, 1825. 
Generous to a Fault; Warm and Devoied 
in Friendship.” 

Coming away from the grave through a 
cotton patch, an old negro woman—proba- 
bly ninety years of age—was seen picking 
cotton and the correspondent tackled her 
for information about that grave. She 
said that Beckcom was her young master: 
that the monument had been there more 
than fifty years and that she has made it 
a babii, ever since it had been there, to 
keep flowers upon it and to keep the ground 
about it clean. The habit had so fastened 
itself upon the loyal old soul that amid

the storms, rains, thunders and _ winds, 
she creeps from her little home near by, and 
while the winds sing their requiem through 
the pines, she gathers shrubs and’ wild 
flowers from the neighboring hills and lays 
them above the dust of the gallant sol- 
dier, whose chivalrous life and lofty vir- 
tues had taken perpetual hold of the es- 
sence of her admiration and respect. 
Though the government ‘for which he 
fought,. the state for which he worked 
and the people among whom he lived, have 
long since left his grave in neglect, 
the young slave of his boyhood creeps si- 
lently to his tomb and illustrates a re- 
spect that has lived through the changes 
of more than a half century. 

In the city cemetery here there are four- 
teen graves covered by the marble slabs, 
showing the last resting place of disting- 
uished Georgians who died in the state’s 
service. These slabs have long since be- 
come dimmed by stain and moss and the 
inscriptions on them can hardly be read. 
The names of nine of them, which are all 
on one square, ure as follows:

THE RETIREMENT OF THE CASHIER, 


A Trusted Official Shows Bad Judgment in 
Helping His Son—Career of the 
Greatest Bank in the World.

London, November 18.—Owing to the re- 
ported irregularities in the management of 
the Bank of England several cases have oc- 
cured where refusals have been given -to 
cash Bank of England notes bearing the au- 
tugraph of Frank May, late chief eashier 
of the bank. Mr. May was involved, it 
was said, in the operations of the firm 
of Coleman & May, the junior member 
of which is the son of, Mr. May. The firm 
exot into trouble, and the governors of the 
Bank of England decided that their cash- 
ier had better retire from their employ. 

The Bank’ of England was founded in 
1604 Mr. William Paterson, a Scotch gen- 
tleman, who was afterwards engaged in the 
ill-fated Darien enterprise, The saiary of 
lts governor 1s S10.000 a year, of its depu- 
ty governor, $4,000, and of its twenty- 
four directors, $2,500. is 

The prime object of the institution of 
the bank Was to assist the government by 
lending it funds. lt was constituted as a 
joint stock company, with a capital of 
£1,200,000, which was lent at S per cent 
interest to the goverument of Wiliam and 
Mary—at that time in a state of embarrass- 
ment. 

Its charter has been renewed at various 
times, the last renewal having tuken place 
iu 1844. 

By the act of that year the bank was di- 
vided into two departmenuts—the issue and 
the banking. In the issue department the 
sole ‘business is tv give out notes to the 
public. 

Before this time the government owed 
the bank £11,015,000. This sum was de- 
clared to be a debt due to the issue depart- 
ment and for the issues of notes io that 
amount no gold is held. 

‘The bank was also allowed to issue addi- 
tional notes on securities to a limit, which 
in September, 1877, amounted to £5,1S4.- 
YOO, and this without holding gold. The to- 
tal amount which may be thus issued is 
£16,200,000. Notes above that sum can be 
issued only in exchange for gold. 

At the passing of the act of 1844 the 
limit of notes to be issued against the gov- 
ernment debt was fixed at £14,.000,000. 

The addition of the £1,750,000 is an ex- 
tra issue, upon the profit of which the bank 
has to account to the government, and also 
upon the £14,000,000 of government debt 
securities, Which, at three per cent, is 
£420,000 vearly. But out of this the bank 
pays to the government £180,000 for its 
privileges. 

Bullion and Foreign Coin. 

‘The bank also makes a profit of £15000 
per year upon gold bullion and = foreig: 
coin. ‘The amount of notes in the hands 
of the people averages £25,000,000. In 
its banking department the Bank of Eng- 
lang differs from al! others in having the 
management of the public debt and paying 
the dividends on it. For the management 
of this debt it receives about £247.000 a 
year, against which there are set charges 
amounting to £124,009, 

The present capital of the bank js £14.- 
oor th The public deposits vary from 
£3,.500,000 to £20,000,000, and the private 
deposits from £20,000,000 to £50,000.000, 

The corporation of the Bank of England 
is prohibited from engaging in any sort of 
commercial industry other than dealing in 
bills of exchange and in gold and silver. 
It authorized to wlvance money upon 
the . security of goods or merchandise 
pledged to it and to sell by publie auction 
such goods as are not redeemed within 
a specified time. 

The bank has been frequently affected by 
pene among the holders of its notes, 
n 1745 the alarm occasioned by the ad- 
vance of the highlanders under the preten- 
der as far as Derby led to a run upen the 
bank.

Its Notes a Legal Tender. 

In 1/97 the bank found itself likely to 
be vbliged ‘to suspend payments, and its 
indie Gee by la w A legal tender 
aithou ger convertible into ein. 
This state of affairs continued until 1821. 
Phe notes during this interval not having 
been converted into coin on demand there 
was no check upon the bank in the amount 
of its Issues, and the currency became de- 
preciated—that is, a £5 note would not ex- 
change for five sovereigns, and every man 
to whom £5 was due was thus obliged to 
Acgept payment in a £5 note not worth £5. 
It is, however, said that the value of gold 
at the time was enhanced owing to ab- 
sorption by hoarding and by military chests, 
and that 'the depreciation was more appa- 
rent than real. The eXport of gold fol- 
lowing on a raise of prices occasioned by an 
issue of bank or government notes is un- 
limited except by exhaustion, if these notes 
are not payable in coin on demand. and 
fre issued without any check from without 
or self-imposed. But as prices estimated 
in these notes rise the price of bullion, like 
other. commodities, rises, too. and the price 
of coin which ean be converted 
into bullion or be used abroad at its pre- 
vious purchasing power rises also. 

Since 1821 the bank has been 
than once on the verge of a suspension 
of payments owing to foreign drains of 
gold. The separation of the bank into two 
departments is regarded by many as hay- 
ing a tendency to produce a suspension in 
times of panic. when the reserve in reduced 
by withdrawals to supply a foreign drain 
or to meet an internaL.rnn. Before the 
separation the bank in the case of with- 
drawals of gold had the whole amout of 
gold within the bank to meet them. but 
now it loses the command of al) the geld 
in the issue depariment. It eannot get 
that gold unless in exchange for notes, 
but its reserve heing redueed or exhausted 
it has none to spare. The restriction of 
credit consequent upon the approach to 
an exhaustion of the reserve in the bank- 
ing department is so great that the fear 
of if occasions a panic. Tn 1847, 1857 and 
1866. on the possible suspension of pay- 
ments by the hanking department owing to 
a reduction of its reserve being apparent, 
the government of the day took the resnon- 
sibility of authorizing the bank to lend 
additional notes not represented by gold. 
This was an indirect wav of giving borrow- 
ers the nse of the gold in the issne depart- 
ment. In 1857 it was fonnd necessary to 
take the benefit of this authorization.

FRAUD IN MISSIONS. 


Baptist Money Said to Be Misapplied 
at Burman. 
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A MISSIONARY MAKES THE CHARGES, 
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Says He Has Proo's—His Pamphlets with 
Dotails Are Widely Distributed. 
Bank Funds Llegally, Used, 


New York, November 18.—iSpecial.)--Baptist 
chureh cirdes throughout this and adjoining 
cities have been excited recently over circu. 
jars which have been scattered broadcast 
acnong clergymen and laymen during the last 
uwo weeks reflecting upon an important for- 
eign branch of the American Baptist Mission- 
ary Union. These clreulars are signed by the 
Rev. Dr. E. J. Miller, who for five years, until 
July iasi, was one of the missionary attaches 
to the unton, and who, as he clalms, because 
he complained to the home body of the a 
leged abuse of missionary funds and of gener- 
al misconduct on the part of certain of the 
missionaries who were associated wita him, 
was recalied and finally dismissed from the 
society. 

The Rev. Dr. Miller was sent to Burmah, 
British India, in 1888 by the Atherican Baptist 
Missionary Union, whose her‘dquarters are in 
jaston. He ts now in this cfs. He is a mem- 
ber of the MacbDougal Street Baptist chureh. 
He is well spoxeu of Dy the Rev. S. J. Kuapp, 

‘pastor of that church. Dre Miller intends 
this city for Burmab Saturday next. 
to his mission work bere, but 
representative of the

The Maclouga: street 
congregation Bas undertaken (o support Alm 
alone in his mission work. Dr. Miler claims 
that were his charges to be made public thes 
would revojutionize the fcreizn wuissionary 
work of the Baptist ehurch in country, 
and for that reason, he says, the matter bas 
been hushed wo and he has been “made @ 
scapegoat’? to cover up the matier. At a Tre- 
cent conference of the Baptist ministers, heid 
in. tis city, he says the chairenan refused .o 
introduce him to that body because he had re- 
ferred to one of the chairman's relatives in his 
pamphlet as being worth 00,000 rupees. 

Dr. Miller’s pampinet of twenty 
pages of closely printed matter. Some of his 
churges are of the gravest character; others 
are trivial. Dr. Miller's first work upon arriv. 
ing fn Burenah was, he states, in Rangoon as 
temporary superintendent of The Mission 
Press, a paper published in the interests of 
Burmah mission work, and treasurer and a@- 
torney of the union. The charges as set forth 
in his pamphlet are, in substance, as fo lows: 

When he first became acquainted with the 
workings of The Mission Press he found that, 
contrary to all the rules and precedents of 
the society, the paper had been doing all man- 
ner of secular work, even to accepting adver- 
tixements of saloons and gporting events. 
The aecounts of stock and of the general 
business of the paper which had been at odd 
times theretofore rendered to the home office, 
were, he claimed, “false and inflated.) An 
effort for the promotion of mission work was 
allowed to run behind, while “seenlar job 
printing’ took up all or most of the mission's 
tme. He alsyv charges that mission funds 
were used to speculate in Rangoon real estate 
and that many of the missionaries overdrew 
their salaries for the purpese of lending 
moneys to the natives at the usurious rates of 
from 12 to 36 per cent per annum. He also 
charges that one of the missionartes took 
“O OOO rupees which he owed to the union ane 
employed his time in speculations Tn landed 
nroperty, in building and selling houses, nnd 
also kept seme trust funds belonging to or- 
phans, part of which he invested in America.” 
Dr. Miller adds: 

“During the last three vears the British 
governinent granted and paid over to mission 
sehoo's in cash the sum of $46,000, while but 
$12,053 of. this sum was accounted for in the 
annual report submitted by the mission. I 
have the full itemized statement from the 
government in my possession, ard can fully 
prove all [ have written, The missionaries 
are reporte] all to be poor. T found that ev- 
ery missionary was living in real comfort. 
They have their ponies, carts, carriages, five 
or six servants, and save nearly one-half of 
their salaries.”’ 

One Missionary Becomes Rich. 

Tr. Miller refers to one missionary who 
became rich in Burmmabh and then returned 
to this conntry and went to Washington state, 
where he is now doing a flourishing real estate 
business. Referring to the mission union jt- 
se!f Ir. Miller has this to say: 

“The committee collecting $1,000,000 and 
wanting another $31.000.000 now tries to cover 
up any true report in reference to our mission. 
This most naturally bring ill-feeling to some. 
Many offi¢ers now on the board have worked 
so that now they have brought their friends 
and relatives into the service of the union 
here and in foreign fields, and the —— is 
part!y kept in the family. The old remedy ts 
to destroy the ring, put the whole foreign mis- 
sion work into the hands of associations and 
the large churches. Local boards in the for- 
eign fleld, wherever there are English chureh- 
es, Would also be a great help.’’ 

Dr, Miller's pamphlet appears to be generaily 
discredited among the Baptist clergymen of 
this city. The Rev. Dr. Edwin 8S. Holloway 


said: 

“IT cannot believe that the officers of the 
American Baptist Mission won would toler- 
ate such things for a s.ngle ifstant. I know 
the Rev. Drs. Maybe and Duncan, who are the 
head officers of the society in Boston, and 
better, nobler men never lived. -Dr. Milier’s 
clrarges cannot be true. If they are I should 
want the truth, come what may. I cannot be- 
lieve such thirpgs against the noble men and 
women who have voluntarily left their homes 
here to go among the heathen of Burmah tv 
tench the gospel of Christ.”’ 


Indignant at the Charges. 


Dr. Robert M. Luther, who was 
chairman of the last Baptist ministers’ con- 
ference hefd in this citv. was aeen at his 
home in Newark, N. J. When told about the 
grave charges made by the Rev. Dr. Miller 
he was indignant, but beyond saving that the 
vontroversy Was one of several years’ standing 
and emphatically denying the statement that 
Ir. Miller was refused permission to address 
the Beptis# conference in this city Monday, 
and that the mi-sionaries are or were guilty. 
as charged by Dr. Miller, of an abuse of 
funds, he positively decliued to discuss the 
maitre.

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Hawati’s President Shows No Disposition 


to Step Down. 
BAR NEWS DISAPPOINTS WASHINGTON. 


Minister Willis Evidently Did Not 
Make a Grandstand Play. 


MR. GRESHAM IS PUT OUT OVER IT. 


The Report Received from the Minister Said 
to Discredit Colonel Biount’s—Deep 
Secrecy at the State Department.

Washington, November 18.—(Speciai.)— 
At a late hour tonight the character of 
Minister Willis’s report, which came via 
the Australia, has become known. In this 
report Mr. Willis accounts for his delay 
of three days in presenting his credentiats 
to President Dole. He was engaged in an 
investigation on his own account as to the 
working of the provisional government and 
how it suited the Hawaiians. He said that 
the result of these investigations was such 
as to convince him that the provisional 
government is giving satisfaction to the 
best elements of the population of the is- 
lands and that it cannot be overthrown 
without the use of force. 

He further says that the queen could not 
be maintained on her throne without the 
continued presence of armed forces of the 
United States. While he disclaimed any 
intention of taking issue with Mr. Blount, 
he does say that some of the testimouy of 
which that gentleman depended on jn his re- 
port.is far from reliable. The tenor of his 
dispatch appears to favor the idea of a 
continuance of the provisional government 
until such time as a repub%e can be estab- 
lished under the protection of the United 
States. 

Secretary Gresham is apparently not 
pleased with the information that he has 
received from his minister, as it Is not in 
line with his own ideas as contained in his 
report to the president. : 

Expected Something Sensational. 

Washington is disappointed tonight. lor 
a week her people have’ been on 
the qui vive for news from 
Hawaii. ‘The air has been thick with 
rumors but facts have been rare. The 
Australia brought, instead of startling in- 
telligence about the restoration of the mon- 
archy aii@ resistance on the part of the 
provisional government nothing but 
a story of the presentation of 
his credentials by Minister Willis to Pres- 
ident Dole. It was of no more interest 
than a similar event would be at the cap- 
ital of Switzerland. There was absolute- 
ly nothing sensational about it. 

Not Thrilling Enough. 

No wonder Washington is disappointed, 
for Washington dearly loves a sensation. 
However, Washington is velieved of a 
great strain and tonight is in a «tate of re- 
action and relaxation. I‘ew tonight pre- 
tend to say what will be done next. The 
situation appears to be involved in cim- 
-*mertan gloom. ) 

At the state department the usual spinx- 
like silence has prevailed and Secretary 
Gresham would say nothing, not having re- 
ceived any news other than that contain- 
ed in the press dispatches he declared. As 
they are “unofficial,” he could not form 
an opinion on them—that is for publication. 
From his looks and manner he undoubted- 
ly had formed one for private consump- 
tion. 

It is noticeable, if not significant, that 
while the state department is mysterious 
and gloomy, the navy department, while 
reticent, is‘ radiant with satisfaction. It 
has been observed all through this affair 
that officers of the nuvy who know Tiawaii 
by personal observation, have expressed a 
decided preference for the provisional gov- 
ernment as against that of monareny. ‘They 
regard the former the “white taan’s 
government” and unhesitatingly declare 
in its favor.

Rushing Work. 

Tt is evident tonight that something ex- 
traordinary is in the wind concerning Ha- 
wraiji- This afternoon after the state de- 
partment had evidently heard from Minis- 
ter Willis, via dispatches forwarded to 
San Francisco and telegraphed from there. 
a hurried order was sent to the governmeni 
printing ofhce directing that a force of 300 
printers be set to work with instructions 
to keep at it all night, this force to be re- 
lieved by another force of 300 men. 

They are engaged in getting out some 
sort of a secret document for the state de- 
partment to meet some peculiar and press- 
ing emergency. lt has been definitely 
learned that this document is Blount’s re- 
port on the abrogation of the monarchy in 
Hawaii and the establishment of the pro- 
Visional government. What it is that has 
made urgent the production of unlimited 
printed copies of this hitherto jealously 
guarded report, can only be eonjectured. 
Nobouy conversant with the facts will say 
a word. 

It may be the intention of the adminis- 
tration to make the Blount report public 
immediately, though Secretary Greshem 
suid yesterday that it would not be done 
until congress Was in session and it was 
transmitied to that body... Of course this 
may not be the object of this unusual haste 
to have the report put in type, but it ap- 
pears tonight to be the one reasonable ex- 
planation.

Aside 
from our geographical proximity and conse- 
quent prepondering commereiat interests 
which center here, the present advanced civ- 
lization and Christianization of your people, 
togetier with your enlightened codes of law, 
stand today beneficent monuments of Ameri- 
can zea:, courage and tute ligence. 

{It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
United States was the first to recognize <he 
independence of the Hawaiian is_ands and to 
Welcome them into the great famiy of free, 
equa. and sovereign nations. Nor is it sur- 
prising’ that this historic tie has been strength- 
ened from year to year, by inportarfc mutual!

Yesterday morning Minister Willis sent 
the soverument word that he would official- 
ly present Admiral Irwin at the executive 
building at half past 1 o'clock today. 

Evers body in the Dark. 


In conversation with a representative of 
the Associated Press, Minister Willis said 
there was no political significance attached 
to the arrival of Admiral Irwin, so far as 
he knew. 

When he left Washington nothing was 
known of the change, and, as a matter of 
fact, the admiral had arrived here under 
sead orders in cipher. rom what Cup- 
tain Barker, of the Philadelphia, had said 
to him shortly after the admiral arrived by 
iuc Coiba te Was inclined to believe that 
Admiral Skerrett had been recalled in a 
similar manner. In speaking of his mis- 
sion here Mr. Willis has upon a late occa- 
sion declared that his instructions wou.l 
not be kuown until they were officialiy 
handeu to the provisionas government. 

“I will say this much,” Continued the 
minister, “that there is absolutely no‘foun- 
dation tor the various rumors afloat since 
my arrival as to what 1 am empowered to 
do or not to do. 

‘There are but two or three men, 
Washington, who know what my instruc- 
tions are. positively decline at present 
to state whether I cargy an ultimatum or 
treaty or what.” 

Lhe provisional government claims to be 
as much in the dark as everybody else, 
though it has leaked out within the last 
few hours from a very reliable source that 
the new minister will negotiate a new 
treaty with the provisional government, 
which wil place the islands virtually under 
the protection of the United States. It is un- 
derstood that when completed the treaty will 
be at once submitted to the United States 
senate with President Cleveland’s message. 
In the meantime the United States will see 
that matters remain in statu quo here, both 
internally and externally. Ivvidence of 
determination on the part of the United 
States was seen during the night of Novem- 
ber Yth, when, for some reason unknown 
to the provisional government, the boats of 
the Philadelphia were dropped into the 
water and were supplied with loaded gat- 
ling guns and small arms. Details of men 
were kept under orders all night, and boats 
were not taken aboard until 4 o'clock a. m. 
of the 10th instant. 

(au-ed a Commotion. 

Washington, November 18.—A member 
of the official household of President Cleve- 
land yesterday expressed the opinion that 
the importance of the Hawaiian question 
was grossly exaggerated by the public. The 
gentleman to whom this opinion was ex- 
pressed was somewhat surprised upon going 
to the state department and entering Sec- 
retary Gresham’s office to hear the same 
opinion expressed in almost the identical 
language, but there would have been need 
in the department and white house today 
for a dozen copies of the Associated Press 
dispatch from Honofulu to supply such 
high officials as it is usual to extend the 
courtesy of a special copy, so greut was the 
interest. 

After the first bulletin that the provision- 
al government was still in power was shown 
to Secretary Gresham, he hastened over to 
the white house and did not return until 
after 3 o'clock. Meantime, the copyrighted 
letter of the Associated Press from Hono- 
lulu was sent up. A copy was taken into 
Secretary Herbert in the navy departinent. 
Saturday is always the secretary’s busy 
day. but he laid aside the important business 
he had on hand and had his secretary to 
read to him the whole dispatch. ‘The as- 
sistant seeretaries and chiefs of bureaus 
in the state, war and bavy departments 
were equally interested in reading the de- 
tailed report of the Associated Press. 

When Secretary Gresham returned from 
the white house he was offered a copy of 
the Vetter, but it was said, with thanks, 
that he had already read it. He had read 
with the president the special copy sent to 
the white house.

When the Associated Press bulletin, an- 
nouncing the provisional government was 
still in power, was first shown to Secretary 
Givesham, he declined emphatically to be- 
lieve it. The disappointment and excite- 
ment caused by the announcement were 
evident throughout the state department. 
The secretary departed almost immediately 
to the white house. No room was left 
for doubt that the department felt abso- 
tutely that the news by today’s steamer 
would be that Minister Willis had already 
earried out his instructions: As soon as 
the truth was accepted that no change had 
been made in Honolulu up to the time of 
the departure of the Australia, every one 
connected with any department of the gov- 
ernment retreated into an impenetrable 
reticence, which the excitement of the first 
news had shown signs of breaking through. 

Nothing of the official information that 
eame by the Australia is likely to be given 
out in an official way. It may be looked 
for in driblets and made up of conjectures. 
All that is definitely known is that the de- 
partment has a dispatch by the Australia 
today. No conjecture can be formed of 
what it is. Secretary Gresham said pieas- 
antly at half past + o'clock: 

“You have all that 1 know today. and I 
have nothing to give you. Mr. Dabney 
and I haye some business to attend to. 
Nothing, however, that concerns the news.” 

In fact a visit from Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote during the afternoon apparently pre- 
cipitated the secretary into a field of activ- 
ity other than the Hawaiian question and a 
scurrying of messengers and dispatching of 
letters was the result.

Members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Favor the Plan. 


ALL UNDER $4,000 A YEAR EXEMPT. 


Something Has to Be Done to Sup- 
ply the Revenue Lost in Revision. 


SUGAR MEN WANT THEIR BOUNTY. 


Business Men Declare That Everythine 
Now Dependson Prompt Actionin 
Regard to the Tariff. 


Washington, November 18.—The income 
tax is to be favorably recommended to the 
committee on ways and meaus by a subcom- 
mittee having the matter in charge. This 
has at last been definitely decided and the 
subcommittee on internal revenue will make 
such a report at the first meeting of the full 
democratic membership, which is expected 
to take place today. ‘The stage has been 
at last reached, and is frankly conceded, 
where the whole policy of the committee 
depends on the question of the income tax. 
If the plan for an income tax, which has 
been so strongly urged by Messrs. Bryan, 
Tarsney and Whiting in the committee, and 
a number of democratic congressmen in pub- 
lic, shail prevail, the committee will have no 
further difficulty in making such radical re- 


ductions of the tariff as will fully satisfy. 


the national democratic platform. So far, 
the great difficulty of the committee has 
been to reduce the tariff without creating 
a deficit in the treasury: and this embar- 
rassing condition has all along been the 
chief hope of the income tax men. ‘The 
protests that have come up from every in- 
dustry, as the contemplated tariff reduc- 
tions have been announced, and. the open 
threats of the southern democrats who 
have lodged such vigorous objections to re- 
moving the bounty on sugar, and adding 
coal, iron ore and rice to the free list, have 
finally caused the income tax theory to be 
given that serious consideration that indi- 
cates its final adoption. The pian _ will 
come to the committee with the unanimous 
recommendation of democratic members of 
the subcommittee having it in charge, and 
it is stated that the theory is commended 
by every democratic member of the main 
committee, except Mr. Cockran, of New 
York, and _ possibly Chairman Wilson. 
Those favorable to the provision for an in- 
come tax are reported to be: Messrs. Me- 
Millin, Turner, Montgomery, Whiting, Ste- 
vens, Bryan, Breckinridge, Bynum and 
Tarsney. These gentlemen constitute a 
majority of the full committee and could, 
of course, carry their plan without the aid 
of their two democratic brethren, but it is 
expected that the democrats will act unan- 
imously in whatever policy may be adopted. 
Keurke Cockrante Fivht tt. 

Congressman Cockran, who comes from 
Mr. Ceveland’s own state, is understood to 
be prepared to make a vigorous fight against 
the adoption of the policy by the main com- 
mittee. The plan to be recommended by 
the subcommittee, leaves most of the de- 
tails to be settled after the final approval. 
of the policy. 
that no man shall be subject to an income 
tax who does not have an annual income 
of more than $4,000. However, it is sug- 
gested that the tax shall be 2 per cent on 
the excess up to $20,000. The excess over 
‘20,000 per annum up to $50,000 shall be 
taxed at 5 per cent; and all excess of reve- 
nue over $OU,000 per annum shal? pay a 10 
per cent tax to the government. In its es- 
sential features, this system is practically 
the same as the one in vogue during and 
after the close of the war and which proved 
so efficacious in raising the revenues neces- 
sary to meet the enormous obligations of 
the government growing ut that time. The 
financial question also seems likely to en- 
gage the attention of the ways and means 
committee. The committee on public debt 
has just ordered a favorable report to the 
main committee on the bill of Mr. Bryan, 
of Nebraska, providing for the redemption 
of all outstanding 2 per cent United States 
bonds. 

The bills is as follows: 

The secretary of the terasury is hereby em- 
powered and «d.rected to cw in and redeem out 
of the funds of the “reasury all outstanding % 
per cent unextended bonds of the United 
States, said fhonds to be pad in the kind of 
money designated in the bonds, and after the 
bouds are called for, the interest on ihe sale 
shall cease. 

The secretary of che treasury is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to prepare, issue and de- 
poss. iu the general fund of the treasury, 
treasury hotes similar to those authorized by 
the act of February 25, 1864, as fast as money 
is drawn from the general fund to redeew 
bonds as aforesaid, and in amount equal to the 
stuns paid out for such reden$ption, and the 
treasury notes issued under this act shali have 
the iegul tender quatitlies of the notes issued 
under act of February 25, 1862. 

There are outstanding at this time about 
$22,000,000 of 2 per cent bonds which ean 
be paid at the option of the government. 
Mr. Bryan urges the bill on the ground 
that it will relieve the government of the 
interest now accruing annuaily and also 
the balance of currency in circulation to 
the extent of the value of the bonds and 
thus tend to relieve the present financial 
stringency. 

The Sugar Bounty. 

The Louisiana delegation is protesting 
emphatically against the apparent intention 
of the ways and means committee to re- 
peal the present sugar bounty, as the Louis- 
iana members fear the repeal will be fol- 
lowed by the retention of sugar on the free 
list. Messrs. Blanchard, Boatner and, in- 
deed, the eutire Louisiana delegatjon, have 
been urging upon the democratic members 
of the committee the necessity of afford.ng 
protection to the sugar producers and they 
openly declare they shall not support a 
turiff reform measure which repeals the 
bounty and places sugar on the free list. 

In regard the proposition of the de.eza- 
tion Mr. Blanchard said today: 

“The cane sugar industry of Louisiana 
and the beet sugar industry of the west 
will, in a decade or two,, supply the amount 
of sugar consumed in the United States, 
provided a reasonable tariff duty is re-im- 
posed upon the importation of sygar and 
the matter is then let alone. Continued 
agitation of this question of what should 
be the government’s policy in regard to 
sugar keeps capital always timid from in- 
vesting. They reason that the treasury 
needs money and itS necessities can be 
supplied easier by a tax on sugar than on 
any other article. A duty of ona and one- 
half cents per pound on sugar will yield for- 
ty-five million dollars revenue yearly. Be- 
sides it is strictly a revenne tariff: pays 
ten or twelve dollars into the treasury In 
the way of revenue where it pays one 
dollar to the sugar grower in the way of 
protection, and the incidental protection 
which resrits from the tax fosters a most 
Inromising agriculturel industry. Yes. IT 
believe » duty should be placed on sugar in 
the tariff scheme now under consideration 
by the ways and means committee. ¢ 
votes from Louisiane in the house 
not suprort a measure which held sugar 
on the free list.” 


General Interest in the Tariff. 


Everybody is watehing 
the wnys and means committee, and wonder- 
fu. interest centers in its proposed recom- 
mendations. particularly among the busi- 
ness mon of New York. <A Dumber of lead- 
ing New York business men are being kept 
closely posted on the developments, and 
your correspotdent bad a very interesting 
talk with one of them today. 

“You see,’ said he, “nothing will be 
settled until the country has an intimation 
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tariff. We want some definite basis for 
future action, and until we get it you may 
depend upon it there will be but little re- 
lief from the present business staguation. 
New York, you see, is the great money 
center of America, and, naturatly, it has 
much to do with the shaping of the finan- 
Cial policy of the govern@Ment. The secre- 
tary of the treasury shonld consult freey 
with the bankers of New York, and ho 
head of that department was ever more 1D- 
timately in touch with them than Salmon 
P. Chase. Since that time no man who 
has held that office has been or should have 
been outside of their influence.” 

Warming up to his subject, the New York- 
er continued: “You hear a great deal 
about the latge independent vote of New 
York state. That very independence 1s 
attributable to the determination of New 
Yorkers to protect New York. Talk to 
eight out of ten democrats you meet, and 
you will find that the opinion held by them 
on the financial question will coincide with 
that of eight out of ten republicans with 
whom you might talk. They all agree as 
to the demonetization of silver, the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act. and on Datio®al banks. There was 
an apparently marked difference betwebn 
them on the tariff, but they are getting to- 
gether now on that question. The con- 
sensus of opinion is in favor of taking the 
duty off of raw material and at the same 
time keeping the MeWinley tur- 
iff fixed on manufactured goods 
as far as possible. This, it 
is said. will be the recomMendation of the 
wars and means committee whe! congress 
meets, and there is no reason why the par- 
ty should caucus on the subject. Let the 
committee give its report direct to the house 
and it will be adopted.” 

Milliens inthe sngar Bounty. 

The representatives of the sugar trust are 
very active about this time. ‘That famous 
monopoly will be largely benefited by such 
a course. It is said that the profits of the 
sugar trust over and above its legal profits 
for the twelve months ending the Ist of 
September this year, were in round numbers, 
about S20,.000,000. This them an 
abundant margip to make liberal expendi- 
tures for velvet on which their lobbyists 
can stand, and they have some of the 
shrewdest and most popular men in con- 
gress on their side, and have Champions 
in both parties. Hon. Thomas B. Reed 
is very friend.y with them, but Not a whit 
nore so than Hon. Bourke Cockran. These 
two men, by the way, are as intiMate in 
their social relations as two Dbrorhers. One 
is a strict protectionist and the other used 
to bea strong free trader. But there seems 
to be margin enough between them for them 
to get together. But this does not keep 
Mr. Reed from preaching protection or 
Cockran ‘from shouting for free trade in 
raw materials. The money comes out of 
the consumer at last anyhow, and _ the 
only way to avoid extortion is by refusing 
to consume, 

Nothing definite has gone out as yet from 
the ways and means committee further than 
the announcement that the democrats must 
hot Caucus on the tariff question. This is 
the war cry here now. The ways and 
means committee tas announced that 
much and the balance will follow as soon 
as congress Weets, 

Some of the oldlline democrats do not 
understand the policy of prohibiting the 
party from caucusing on the tariff, finances, 
state banks-nna other leading issues, and 
simply allowing it to caucus on the sclee- 
Aid. of officers. It is a new plan, which, 
bit did not work well in the extra ses- 
sion, Cannot be expected to result in much 
good in the regular session.

Silver World Without End. 


DEMOCRATS SPLIT IN TWO FACTIONS. 


Populists Will Be Active in Next 
Year’s Campaign. 


CHARLEY CULBERSON WILL BE IN IT 


He Has the Gubernatorial B>e and Will Be 
a Popular Candidate- Local Option 
Is £preading. 


Brownwood, Tex., November 15.—(Spe- 


cial Correspondence.)—lt would require a_ 


seventh son of a seventb son to anticipate 
with any degree of correctuess the political 
outlook in Texas for the campaign of INH, 
yet attempts are being made throughout 
the state to make up acceptable slates. The 
split in the party at the Houston conven- 
tion, that caused two separate democratic 
tickets for state office, in }SUL, has not yet 
been healed, despite the efforts of many of 
the friends of democracy to bring about 
party union. A leading Texas paper, some 
time since, printed letters to the county 
chairman of both the Hogg and the Clark 
factions, asking for opinious with reference 
to the propriety of attempting to unite the 
two diivsions in the interest of democratic 
success in the next state campaign, the pros- 
pect of effecting such a union, and the basis 
on which it showdd be done. All agreed 
that union would be a good thing, in fact 
a much to be desired end, especially in view 
of the rapid and startling growth of the 
populists in the state, but the method of 
effecting that compromise was not so clearly 
set forth. Some suggested that the vote 
for Cleveland be made the only test of 
loyalty to the party, but many who voted 
the populist state and county tickets also 
voted for Cleveland, either out of pure In- 
difference, believing a vote for the nationai 
populist ticket a vote wasted, or else because 
they preferred a democratic president to a 
republican on the oft-used plan of “choos- 
ing between two (supposed) evils,” as they 
really regarded both the old parties. An- 
other suggestion, and the most commonly 
made, was to make the Chicago platform 
the test of true democracy, but then the 
question again rose, whose interpretation 
of the platform would be accepted as the 
correct one? The silver men insists that 
it shall be construed their way or not at 
all, white the other side urges with equal 
vehemence that Cleveland is the only stan- 
dard authority when it comes to a demo- 
cratie construction of the platform. An- 
other proposition, which hasn't a very large 
endorsement from the people, 1s that Cleve- 
land’s message be made the test of party 
fealty. 

Really, the split in the democratic party 
antedates the Houston convention. Chis 
state is pre-eminently a free silver state, 
and favored the nomination of some other 
man than Cleveland for the presidency in 
1892 ,prefering a western man, but owing 
to some shrewd maniputation at the Lam- 
pasas convention to select delegates to the 
national convention, Cleveland was el- 
dorsed for president over the wishes of the 

Clark and his followers cham- 
Cleveland, opposed the state 

commission and every 

other pet scheme of the Hogg = 
vile, who were not only free silver men, - 
warmly defended the policy of the state 
adimisistration in its fight against corpora- 
tions. Thus the (lark ‘followers have, 
with striking unanimity, naturally been 
supporters of the Cleveland financial poli- 
cy. while the Hogg people have been al 
most to a man in sympathy with the sily er 
wing of the party. The Houston Post, 
which was a warm Hogg paper and is how 
as ardently supporting Cleveland’s policy, 
is a marked exception to this general rule ’ 
At present the union of the two factions 
seems about as impossible as for the senate 
to agree in perfect harmony on the legisla- 
tion that should follow the repeal of the 
Sherman law. In this state the silver men 
and the Elogg men are largely in the ma- 
jority among the democrats and are pre- 
pared to prescribe terms of compromise, if 
any dictating is to be done. 
Only one thing will cause them to come 
together—certainly not their love for eaen 
other—but the fear of the populists, who 
have been metaphorically “sawing woou 
and saying nothing.” While the democrats 
have been quarreling among themselves, 
the populists have been preaching popuils- 
tic doctrines and despoiling the ranks of the 
divided democracy. with a degree of sue- 
cess that frightens the warring democrats, 
aml, if there is a two-sided democratic 
fight next year. as last year, they will 
be close after big came in Texas. Their 
prospects have been strengthened by the 
attitude of ecengress on the silver question, 
since it has been in special session. 

Judge Thomas H. Nugent, of Fort 
Wort, who led the populists last year in 
a very able fight, has very decidediy said 
that he would not accept the nomiation 
for governor again, but still every meei- 
ing of the populistic yoemanry endorses him 
in niost emphatic terms and insisis that he 
shall be their standard bearer. Doubtless 
sufficient pressure will be brought to bear 
to induce him to accept the nomination 
when the proper time comes. Judge Nu- 
gent is a lawyer of very decided abilities, 
a& man of strong personal magnetism, a 
born leader, and is universally recognized 
as the strongest man the party has in this 
state. Still, if he remains firm in his de- 
termination not to accept, there are others 
who will. It is reported that Jerome C 
IXearby, a noted criminal lawyer of Dal- 
las and an ex-confederate soldier with a 
strong personal following, is somewhat 
anxious to head this ticket. W. O. Hut- 
chison, now in the state senate from San 
Marcos district and their leader in matters 
pertaining to state legislation, would not be 
averse to having the houors fal! on him. 
General McCullough, who was often men- 
tioned last year in connection with this 
place but whose advanced vears eaused him 
to be laid aside, will hardly be amoung the 
probable aspirants again.. There may be 
other contestants, but these are ¢the most 
prominent ones nmientioned. The prospect 
for next year is certainly such that this 
nomination is not regarded as a mere com- 
pliment. 

Among the democrats there are a host 
of aspiring men, who woukl like to take 
Governor Hogz’s comfortable chair. Hon. 
John D,. MeCall, the present comptroller. 
thinks a business man ought to be governor 
and ‘that he possesses all the necessary 
business qualifications. He has secured 
a strong endorsement from a rather obscure 
paper over in eastern Texas and has floeod- 
ed all the newspaper officies with clippings 
from this paper, besides writing many let- 
ters to personal friends all over the state, 
asking ‘their opinion about the advisability 
of making the effort to secure the nomina- 
tion. He has made a good comptroller 
and. would doubtless make a good governor, 
but somehow he hasn't yet caught the pop- 
ular pulse with a very strong grip. but if 
pluck and energy and ability to make him- 
self known count for anything, he will be 
heard from all through the campaign. 

Hon. S. W. T. Lanham, “our Sam,” 
who stayed in congress until he tired of the 
job. and wito was very favorably mentioned 
last year as the Most acceptable Compromise 
man between Hogg and Clark, has been re- 
peatedly mentioned by the press, especial 
the country press, and by knowing politi- 
cians as just the man for governor, but no 
one has heard whettfer he really wants the 
place. He may not have any more é 
sire for the governor’s job and its accafo- 
nanying salary of $4,000 a year than he ¥

kverybody knows that Dick Winn, of 
Fort Worth, “Colonel Dick,” as he is called 
by the boys, woud like wo be governor of 
the Lone Star State, and as he has been 
lately seen much in company with his warm 
personal friend, Governor Hogg, the sur- 
mise is that he is thinking more about the 
place now than ever before. Colonel Dick 
is from east Texas originaily and an east 
Texas man is a proverbial office wanter, 
and usually manages to get what he wants. 
If he secures the nomination, he will make 
the prettiest stump speeches ever heard in 
Texas, and his personal popularity will add 
much to his strength; but will he get it? 

The man most dreaded by all others with 
the gubernatorial bee a-buzziug, is Charley 
Culberson, the son of the old man. Char- 
ley is a young man, but has a wonderful 
bold on the democrats of Texas. Twice 
electa] attorney general, he is regarded as 
the most brijliant young lawyer, perheps, 
in the state. He is the worthy son of a 
noble sire, and by many is regarded as 
equally talented and learned in the law as 
his father who has long easily held the repr 
utation of possessing the best judicial brain 
in the lower house of congress. While he 
may not be so learned nor so experienced 
as his father, he is certainly one of the 
brainiest young men in Texas. and, at pres- 
ent, he has a very flattering prospect of 
securing the democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor. The other aspirants are agreed that 
with Culberson ont of the field their pros- 
pects would be brighter. 

ll of these men are known as silver 
men and as supporters of Governor Hogg, 
and the Hogg platform.

Great Quantities of Vanilla Are Raised 
There Annually. 


SOME IMMENSE GERANIUM FARMS. 


A Great Place for Turtles—The Insane 
There Have Peculiar Illusions—An 
Honest Set of People. 


Reunion Isiand, South Indian Ocean, No- 
vember 1.—This strange and delightful is- 
land is situated between Madagascar and 
the Mauritius, nine days’ sail, or 2,000 miles 
from Natal, South Africa. In passing 
close in towards the shore of southern Mad- 
agascar, a troupe of probably 150 of the 
aborigines were seen chasing along shore, 
picking up the dead fish that were cast upon 
the beach. They were naked, small of 
stature and exceedingly fierce in appear- 
anec, with long, flowing hair, and their 
skin was very rough. 

It was from Madagascar that Reunion 
island was originajly peopled by the Novas, 
the highest of the three races, From them 
J learned that the aboriginal tribe, inhabit- 
fng the southern part of Madagascar, are 
desperate and confirmed cannibals. 

Reunion island, viewed from an approach- 
ing ship, is one of the most beautiful scenes 
that ever greets the eye of eyen a pilgrim 
of the seas. In the center of the island 
rises the seamed and ragged crest of an ex- 


tinct voleano—7,000 feet high. This is the 


king of the Pitons des Niege—the Peaks of 
Snow—which range southward to where the 
active voleano pours, in times of eruption, 
a stream of lava, seven miles broad, into 
the sea. There are thirty or forty peaks 
in the range, and seen through the clear, 
bine atmosphere, their snowy heads pre- 
sent a grand and magnificent appearance. 

The girth flower land abouc tke Isl 
and, which rises gradually from the shore 
line to the height of 2,000 feet, is marvel- 
ousty fertile, and is studded with every va- 
riety of luxuriant tropical vegetation, 
among which the great geranium groves 
look like vast blotches of flame. On_ no 
portion of the earth does the geranium 
reach the marvelous size and perfection 
which it attains here,. where it is exten 
sively cultivated, for the perfume which 
is distilled from it, and which const- 
tutes one of the principal articles of 
commerce of the = island. There are 
many farms of not less than fifty acres 
devoted exclusively to  geraniums, Phe 
pure essence brings $10 an ounce and 1s 
so powerful that its odor will remain in 
a drawer four years after being sprayed 
with ait. 

Equal in importance as a commercial 
product is vanilla, which is cultivated in 
jarge quantities. No less than two hundred 
tons of vanilla are exported from the 1s- 
land each year. The cultivation of vanilla 
is a very interesting as well as difficult.pro- 
cess, It is only when the beans of tre two 
gsexes are united by slitting one growing 
pod and inserting another that the beans ac- 
quire the delicate aroma which renders them 
valuable as a flavoring agent. The natives 
state that their process was discovered up- 
on the island by a slave. 

Vast fields of sugarcane are also to be 
seen in all the lower portions of Reumon, 
and are cultivated by coolies imported from 
Caleutta. 

This girth of fertile land about the mar- 
gin of the islinad is dotted with villages at 
intervals of ten or fifteen miles. The cap- 
ital and principal city of Re wmien ts St. 
Denis, which contains about 50,000 inhabi- 
tants, or onethird of the entire population 
of the island. J cannot beheve that there 
is another city upon the earth possessing 
so many and beautiful gardens as St. Denis. 
Is is searcely an exaggeration to say that 
every house in the city is surrounded by a 
garden containing ull the flora of the 
tropics. The trade winds which sweep the 
idand carry the clouds against the snow 
peaks, causing condensation and frequent 
showers, which accounts for the prolific and 
certain growth of the vegetation, and also 
flushes numberless mountain = e«treams 
which fall in cascade trom almost prec- 
ipice. 

The island is circumvented, save for the 
break caused by the lava flow from the ac- 
tive volcano, by two roads, that for vehi- 
cular traffic beimg one of the finest lines 
of macadamized highway outs. le of France 
The railway is 2 narrow gange, but well 
regulated and ample for the accommoda- 
tion of its traffic. 

The city ranking next in size and import- 
ance to St. Denis is St. Paul, which is sit- 
uated on , an extensive flat and 
is scarcely less beautiful than 
the capital. The same siile 
of architecture obtains here, and the houses 
are surrounded by gardens of palms, 
oranges, dJemons and = other tropical 
trees. 

St. Paul, however, is distinguished by 
Sts turtle farms, which are a part of the 
domestic economy of all prosperous 
homes. 

A turtle farm consists of a small, low 
house, built of sun-dried brick and densely 
roofed with grass and palm leaves, in order 
to form a cool and cave-like retreat for the 
turties when they tire of basking in the 
Warm tropic sun, 2s they lie blinking in the 
hittle inclosure which communicates with 
each house. These yards are from twenty 
to one hundred feet square, and are fene- 
ei witha bamboo palisade three feet in 
height. : 

The Reunion turtle is of a dark brown 
or dark green ‘color, is about twelve to fif- 
teen inches in length, and resembles the 
turties of onr American rivers more nearly 
than any other variety, being quite different 
from the great turtle from which the lord 
mayoe's soup is prepared. 

An original stock of twelve or fifteen fe- 
males and a couple of males is suffiaent to 
constantly supply the needs of an ordi- 
nary family. They are very delicious 
food. 

My confirmed notion that the turtle is 
one of the stupidest of creata:>s rece.ved 
a decided set back, when one of the natives 
accompanied me to his farm, stepped into 
the enclosure, and, holding a buneh of fresh 
lettuce in his hand, began calling, “Lulu! 
Lulu!’’ 

At the firts sound of its name the tur- 
tle raised its head, blinked its eyes, and 
then began to advance toward the native. 
Its inteLigence was rewarded by a leaf of 
the lettuce. This roll call was continued 
untii I was convinced that turtles were 
certainly ‘apable of bearing their 
names. 

The ice for use in the cities and villages 
is brought in sacks, upon the backs of na- 
tives, from the frozen heights of the moun- 
tains. The ice carriers start for the gla- 
ciers in the evening, fill their sacks during 
the midnight hours, and return before sun- 
mse. A stalwart native will start from 
the mountain with two hundred pounds 
of ice upon his back: but his burden 
melis to one-half its originel weight by 
the time he reaches his final desti- 
nation. 

Reunion claims the destinction of pos- 
sessing the only insane asylum of any of 
the lesser oceanic islands. It is quite a 
pretentious edifice, situated at the foot of 
an imposing cliff, and contains over one Lun- 
dred and fifty inmates, fully one-third of 
whom are women. A sheltered avenue be- 
tween two high and close hedges leads back 
to the side of this iff, over which falls a 
beautiful cascade. In the fine spiar oi a 
tiny cascade which breaks away from 


the main waterfall the inmates take their 


daity bath and enjoy it as much 
of children. 

A strong tragic element characterizes 
their pervasions, and one-half of them are 
subject tothe most striking and grotesque 
illusions. Oue woman, known as Marie, 
conceives herself to bea queen of the 
realm, and strides‘about with all the dignj- 
ty possible to the mgt absolute of mon- 
archs, constantly enact ¥gZ a Pag oInime of 
the miost lidicrous nature’ h taal 
Sesture, she motions hy ‘ 
sub-subject to kneel, disposes 
a few mumbling words and 
misses him with another » 
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of rags, which she trails bebind her in 
the belief that it is a train of royal 


purple. ‘ Set 
Another inmate fancies himself a pirate 


captain, mounts a cask and gives orders of - 
“Down upon them!” and “No quarter:” to 
his bloody crew. 

The inhabitants of Reunion seem to be 
almost devoid of anything like dishonesty, 
and so complete is their confidence in one an- 
other that no one thinks of closing his door 
at night. 7 

The hotels are as unique as they are com- 
fortable, and consist of a central building 
for dining purposes and numerous small 
one-room buildings scattered about the gar- 
den. The smaller buildings are the rooms 
of the hotel. Their isolation insures the 
most delightful quiet and perfect ventila- 
tion. It requires but little imagination 
on the part of a guest to fancy himself a 
tord of the manor. The gardens are dotted 
with pools in which hundreds of gold fish 
disport themselves among the tropic water 
plants. 

To those who would seek an existence of 
deep and quiet contentment, in which to 
forget the harsh and mercenary conflicts of 
the civilized world, and dream only of peace 
and pleasure, I can recommend no more 
enchanted spot than the old Isle Bourbon, 
or Reunion island, as it has been_called 
since the overthrow of monarchy in France, 
under the government of which it has its 


political existence. 
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WHERE SOCIETY IS GAYEST. 


Girls Go There for a Good Time, Not to 
Marry. 

Washington, November 18.—(Special. 
The members of the various legations 
are all back in Ahe city and are only await- 
ing the signal gun to be fired by Mrs. La- 
mont, Mrs. Carlisle or some other of the 
ladies in the cabinet circle. Then the _— 
ly-burty will.begin. Possibly there is no 
city in America Where there are as many 
entertainments given in the same period 
as in Washington. Of course; nearly every 
congressman and family are invited, be- 
sides the host of camp followers @md para- 
sites, which are to be found in every met 
ropolitan society. 

Then there are 20,000 department 1 
and women all thinking to be recognized 
socially and each anxious to see us much 
of gayety in Washington as possible dwring 
each administration for there Is no telling 
but that with the next change their resis- 
nations will be called for and they will once 
more resume the routine life in some West- 
ern, eastern or southern town. 

This is one of the few places where 
guests go uninvited. Especially is this so 
when the legations entertain. In many 
homes, the hostess now requires cards to 
be presented before entrance will be per- 
mitted. This was discovered to be a necces- 
sity on account of the great number of 
people who flock to receptions and balls 
where they have not been asked. But the 
foreign legations have not yet adopted this 
practical method of having only those they 
want at their entertainments. Everybody 
wants to see the reception of the Chinese 
minister and the annual ball at the Jap- 
anese legation, and almost as many are in- 
terested in the Corean, Russian, Persian, 
and, in fact, all of the other foreign em- 
bassies. 

Of course the host and hostess being more 
or less unacquainted, they are unable to 
tell the wheat from the chaff and so be- 
come the happy recipients of about twice 
as many as they have invited. An old so- 
ciety lady in describing the entertainments 
given at the Chinese legation summed it 
up by saying: “No one knows who is in- 
vited: the members of the legation least of 
all. Everybody goes and everybody falls 
headlong into the punch bowl.” | 

Chinese Give Swell Affairs. 

This is not only true of the entertain- 
ments given by the Chinese legation, but 
by a number of others in the whirl. 

It is a peculiar fact that the handsomest 
receptions and even entertainments of small- 
er character, are given by the Chinese an® 
English legations. Possibly the next great- 
est functionaries in the foreign circles are 
the Japanese and Mexican. The reason 
for this is largeéy due to the fact that the 
governments they represent are lavish in 
regard to money where the dignity of the 
government is to be upheld. The Chinese 
embassy, especially, spends more money 
at one entertainment than three receptions 
would cost when given by a local resident. 

Madam Romero, wife of the Mexican 
minister, is one of the most exclusive mem- 
bers of the official circles, yet it is even 
impossible for her to keep her entertain- 
ments exclusive, and society is somewhat 
agitated over a report that has come about 
that there is to be a meeting of the wives 
of the foreign legations to adopt the rule 
required by the cabinet officers, that only 
those presenting cards of invitation will be 
allowed to enter the portals. 

They Buy Their Gowns, 

Madame De Stael’s old saying “that a 
good fitting dress is more support than a 
good conscience,” is given full endorse- 
ment in Washington. It can be safely es- 
timated that very few social butterflies 
in the nation’s capital have good eon- 
sciences, but certainly in point of gowns, 
they are superior to any society in Ameri- 
ca. 

There is very little marriage or giving in 
marriage in Washington, and for that rea- 
son very few “campaigners” come here for 
the season. It is sakl that when a Wash- 
ington belle makes up her mind to commit 
matrimony she seeks other and better tinan- 
cial climes. The reason for this is that the 
average man in Washington is a migratory 
bird going where he listeth, wid few moth- 
ers know whence he comes, or, indeed, 
whither he is going. 

It is purely a pleasure secking set that 
finds its way to Washington during the 
season, and for this reason there is a mad 
run of frolic for about four months and 
utter stagnation for the rest of the year, 
The giddy vortex will begin this month, 
and the wheel will continue to revolve 
longer than usual, possibly not coming to | 
dead halt until the latter part of May.

Night by Jadge Lumpkin.

ASSETS GREATER THAN THE LIABILITIES 


The Herd Times and the Payment of Heavy 
Debts Brought the Company to the 
Courts—Two Mortgages Filed. 


The Ryan Company has gone into the 
hands of a receiver. 

Mr. EK. H. Thornton, of the Neal Loan 
and Banking Company, has been named as 
the receiver, and #ast night slept with the 
keys to the mammoth store under his pil- 
low. 

The bill causing the appointment of a 
receiver, and the order of the court nam- 
ing the receiver, were signed and filed in 
the clerk’s office of the Fulton superior 
court last night about 10 o'clock. 

The liabilities of the firm, as far as can 
be ascertained, are about $180,000, while 
the assets are put down at about $300,000 
to $310,000. 

In the liabilities are a mortgage given to 
the H. B. Claflin Company, of New York, 
for $123,000; a mortgage executed to the 
American Trust and Barking Company, of 
Atlanta, for $15,000, and some other debts. 

The assets consist of the immense stock 
of goods housed jin the big store on White- 
hall street, and the and accounts 
due the company, the notes and accounts 
not being more than $10,000 to $15,000. 

If these figures are at all correct, and they 
come from a mighty good source, there will 
be no danger of a complete liquidation of 
every dollar the company owes, 

The Origin of the Coinpany. 

The history of the Ryan house in the com- 
mercial world is well known from the time 
the store on Whitehall street was opened 
years ago. All of the changes and Vicissi- 
tudes through which it passed are written 
plainly in the commercial history of I*ulton 
county, from its first inception up to the 
organization of the present firm, the Ryan 
Company, and the order signed hist night 
by Judge Lumpkin placing that company in 
the hands of a receiver. The Ryan Com- 
pany is a regularly and legally chartered 
institution, a charter having been granted 
by the courts in October, JSOL. It is com- 
posed of Mr. Charles I. Ryan, as presi- 
dent, and Mr. A. J. Ryan as secretary and 
treasurer, and has no other membership. It 
came into about the time the 
stock of goods of the preceding company 
was sold by Receiver IKingsberry to satisfy 
a mortgage upon it in favor of the H. B. 
Claflin Company, of New York. It 
the Ryan Company which bonght the stock, 
paying for it $312,000. Of that 
the company paid $100,000, that being the 
full amount of the paid up capital of the 
Ryan Company when it organized.

For many months they have beencarrying

hat business would pick up, the company

OSS.

Mr. Shubrick then drew the bill, asking 
fer the uppointment of a receiver and, last 
night, sent for Judge Tanner, clerk of the 
eourt, who repsired to the courthouse for 
the purpose of filing the papers. ‘The pe- 
tition was not a lenzihy one. On the con- 
itary it was rather short and very concise. 
ii set forth the facts as the attorney for 
the creditors saw them, and asked for the 
appointment of a receiver. 

The bill is, of course, directed to the su- 
perior court of Iulton county, and iis first 
paragraph reads:

leges that the petitioners have no security 
of any kind for these debts. It is said 
that the company for more than a year 
past has been engaged in the mercantile 
business, that their debts are past due and 
that payment is refused, that the company 
admits the justice of the claims, but state 
their inability to pay them, Therefore, 
the petitioners charge the company to be 
insolvent, selling their goods at a loss, put- 
ting the petitioners in danger of losing a 
large part of their claims, unless the de 
fendant should be enjoined from further 
sacrificing their goods and selling the 
same, and unless a receiver shall be ap- 
pointed to take charge of all the assets of 
the said company and upon the collection 
of the same to be appropriated, to the pro- 
ceeds of the creditors. 

The petitioners go on to state that the 
Ryans have just executed a large mortgage 
and they have reason to believe that other 
mortgages will be executed, thus making 
the interposition of the court of equity nec- 
essary. The petition, after describing the 
property of the Ryan Company, goes on to 
state that C. 1. Ryan, is the president, 
and A. J. Ryan is the secretary and treas- 
urer of the company. Waiving all dis- 
covery, the petitioners pray that pending a 
hearing a temporary receiver shall be ap- 
pointed. They then pray for judgment 
aginst said defendant company, and ask 
that other unsecured creditors be allowed 
to come in and be parties to this petition 
under equitable terms. They ask tbat 
the Ryan Company be required to appear at 
the next term of the superior court of Fulten 
coullty to auswer this complaint.

Two of Them Were Before the Lesisia- 
dure Yesterday. 


A QUIET SATURDAY AT THE CAPITOL. 


Only the House Was in Session—An Im- 
portant Bill by Mr. Fleming—Rou- 
tine of the Session. 


Two Atlanta bills were before the house yes- 
terday. The bill of Mr. O'Neill amending the 
charter in certain cases was passed as amend- 
ed. _Among the provisions is one refusing <0 
eularge the powers of the recorder, so a8 19) 
allow him to try cases properly belonging to 
the city courts. Another provision is that the 
mayor and council can collect the city 
tuxes semi-aunualiy instead of annually. An- 
other is that the mayor and council shall have 
aufhority to control all public meetings on 
the streets, so as to disperse any disorderly 
gathering. Siill another is to incorporate the 
city dumping grounds for police purposes. 

The other Atlanta bill was that introduced 
by Mr. King providing another amendment 
to the charter. This is the one providing for 
the election of the city treasurer by the pev- 
ple and is, of course, on the line of the re- 
commendations of the city council. Another 
paragraph in this bill is that persons cony.cted 
of misdemeanors committed in the city shall 
be sentenced to work inside of the cify limits, 
The bill was prepared by City Attorney An- 
derson and was presented at bis request. 

Approaching Quarterly Payments. 


One of the most important bills introduced 
at this session is that of Mr, Fleming, wh.ch, 
it is believed, will go a long way in procuring 
the quarterly payment of teachers so earnestiy 
desired. Mr. Fieming has been au earnest 
advocate of every measure designed to bring 
about this end aod his present bill meets the 
approval of the members generally. This 
means a great step in advance fof the schools, 
The bill is entitled “an act to systematize 
the finances aud increase the efficlency of 
the common schools by providing for direct 
payment into the state treasury of all moneys 
belonging to the common school fund and tire 
use of the same for common school purposes 
ouly; for quarterly apportionments and dis- 
bursements of thg common school fnud; for 
quarteriy payments to teachers: for making 
the school Year co-incident with the fiscal year; 
for postponing the opening of the school for 
1s94 until July Ist, of that year; and for 
other purposes.”’ 

One important feature of the bill is that 
every county shall have placed to its credit 
on the books of the treasury at the end of 
each quarter all the money then in the treas- 
ury belonging to that county so that quarterly 
payment will thus be secured to the extent 
of the money in hand. It is belleved that this 
Will uitimately bring about quarterly payment 
of teachers and will systematize the collection 
and distribution of the fund. The bill, it is 
urged, is in the interest of plain bus-uess 
and common sense,

CUT HIS FRIEND'S THROAT. 


Tom Peek Gives George McDaniel a Terrible 
Wound. 

Thomas Peek and George McDaniel are en- 
ployed in the bieaching department of Elsas, 
May & Company's factory in the eastern part 
of the city. They iwere paid off together yes- 
terday afternoon and came into the cily to- 
gether. 

Late in the afternoon they returned to the 
factory and stopped in the yard. Peek 6eem- 
ed to be deepiy upder the influence of whisky 
and McDaniel was carrying him home. ‘They 
stopped in the factory yard for several min- 
utes and were seen there by several persons. 

Abont an hour aftenwards McDaniel was 
discovered iying prone upon the ground the 
blood streaming from an ugly cut in his neck. 
Peek had disappeared. McDaniel was carried 
to his home on Reinhardt street, near the fac- 
tory and a physician summoned. The cut in 
his neck extended from one ear two-thirds the 
way to the other and the windpipe was almost 
severed. It was wt first thought that the 
wound was fatal, but late last night be was 
resting quietiy. 

Peek hastily disappeared and was seen in 
Decatur late jast night. The motive for the 
cutiving is unknown. McDaniel was unable to 
tell auything about it.

Fair Play in Tariff Legislation. 

‘The southern manufacturers who have 
issued an appeal to the democratic par- 
ty generally, and ‘to the manufacturers 
of the south and west in particular, to 
resist any legislation tending to place 
jron ore and coal on the free list, should 
make it clear ‘that what they ask for is 
fair play, and not protection. When they 
do this, they will have democratic public 
opinion on their side. 

In redeeming a revenue tariff pledge 
which declares that the principle of pro- 
tection is unconstitutional the party in 
power must avoid all legislation jhat will 
discriminate in favor of one interest and 
against another interest and see- 
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section 
tion. 

The democraiic party bas declared in 
favor of sweeping tariff reduction. It 
has declared protection a robbery, and 
it cannot afford now to commit itself to a 
policy which will protect one class of in- 
dustries, and leave others to take care of 
themselves. 

The Wilmipvgtoun Messenger, one of the 
most intelligent and one of the ablest 
edited of southern newspapers, takes the 
position that the true tariff tax policy of 
the administration to adopt is that which 
will equalize the tariff tax. [it urges 
that the tariff tax should be severely cut 
down. But in making the readjustment 
pledged by the party, it would be un- 
just, unwise, and impoliiic to do so with 
a view to projecting certain interests.and 
leaving others in the cold, ‘The Messen- 
ger Suys: 

The supreme court of the United Siates de- 
cided years ago that a tariff levied for any 
other purpose than for revenue was Tobbery. 
The case can be found in Wailace, Some years 
Senator Vance, in one of 
several exceilent speeches in 
1ue senate, quoted the decision. 
With the people and the congress and the 
supreme court standing together as to the un- 
constitutbonality of ui protective tariff tax 
there ought to be mo fears as to reducing it 
to a proper basis that will make it accord with 
constitutional limitations and requirements— 
a tariff strictiy for revenue. Let the demo- 
erars see to it that the tariff measures by 
a constitutional Tule. 

Any tariff tax, except such as is levied 
for revenue purposes, will nullify the 
pledge and policy of the party. The 
government's expenses are heavy and 
probably the wisest way in which to 
meet them is by ‘the levy of an import 
tax. This is the plan to which the party 
in power is committed, and, in carrying 
it out, the administration should see to it 
that no partiality is manifested—that all 
industries, all interests, and all sections 
fare alike. No special advantage should 
tbe given to any industry, but all should 
be put on the same fooung. 

If the principle of protection is uncon- 
stitutional, we are in duty bound to shun 
it in every shape where the profection 
ufforded would be for proiection’s sake 
instead of a mere incident naturally fol- 
lowing a horizontal tarirf. 

The democrats must get together and 
caucus over the matter, It will never do 
to formulate a tariff system that will fos- 
ter a certain Class of industries in one 
section, and discriminate against compet- 
ing industries in another section. We 
should keep steadily in view the fact that 
we are laying our tariff duties simply to 
raise or aid in raising the necessary rev- 
enue for the government. 

We believe that when the southern 
manufacturers fully present their case it 
will be found that all they ask for 
fair treatment. They want a fair chance 
in a fair field, with no exceptional du- 
ties or juggling free list that will have 
the effect of the old class legislation 
which under the Melxinley system has 
helped a few favored monopolies at the 
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expense of others. 

Let us have no proiection for protec- 
tion’s sake, whether it comes as the re- 
sult of a free list, or as the consequence 
of 2 high tariff. Give every interest and 
every section fair play. 

The Bank of Kingland Sensation. 

The financial world has been stariled 
by the announcement of the resignation 
of Cashier May, of tie Bank of England. 

This intelligence was followed by the 
statement that Mr, May's resignation 
had been demanded by the directors, and 
that after his twenty years of service he 
had been denied the pension which ,is 
generally granted to retiring officials. 

It was not long before the matter was 
partinlly explained. it seems that Mr. 
May has caused the bank to lose a large 
sum of money, possibly as much as 
$3,000,000, The cashier’s integrity is noi 
questioned. Lis son was a leading di- 
rector in several so-called trust compa- 
nies, and their failure revealed the fact 
that the father had loaned the funds of 
the bank to these shaky enterprises. The 
cashier was.trusted with aligost absolute 
power in mpking investmeng™ and it was 


only recently that the d’rectors doubted 
the soundness of his fudgment. 

The bank .will be utpble to proceed 
against Mr. May. He has no properiy 
and is not worth a dollar. Of course. 
this strong institution can afford to bear 
its loss, so far as the money is concerned, 
but the affair will cause the bank to 
lose prestige, and the confidence of all 
nations in it will considerably im- 
paired. 

For many generations the Bank of Eng- 
land has been regarded as the strongest 
bank in the world, and the average Eng- 
lishman has looked upon it as a finan- 
cial machine without a flaw in its make- 
up. The discovery that it has for twenty 
years permitted a man without a penny 
to his credit to absolutely control its mil- 
lions and invest them at his pleasure, 
cannot fail to have a bad effect. People 
will dread the possible results of such 
loose methods in future, and it may be 
that they will never entirely regain their 
old faith in the great bank which has 
been England's pride for nearly two cen- 
turies, 

It would have been better if the bank 
had quietly suffered its losses without 
making the matter public. There is no 
teHing how much mischief may result 
from this unfortunate business. 
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Why Capital Halts. 

The bank statement yesterday showed 
that the New York banks now hold in ex- 
cess Of their reserve $65,470,475. The 
highest excess ever known before was 
about 864,000,000. 

These are remarkable Teutes for this 
era of hard times, but it is not difficult 
to find the explanation. The New York 
banks hold this big excess, and 40 per

cent of their deposits remain idle, simply 
because of the delay and uncertainty 
about financial matters and the tariff. 

The money of the country continues to 
drift to the metropolis, It is piling up 
there in the banks and remaining idle be- 
cause it is not yet known how far or in 
What shape the pledges of the Chicago 
plaiform will be redeemed. 

Capital is always timid. It halts now, 
and awaits the signal from Washingion. 
The prompt action of congress in settling 
our tariff and financial policy in accord- 
ance with our platform pledges would 
restore general contidence, and capital 
would march out of the banks and safe 
deposits and hoarding places and ally 
itself with development and business en- 
terprise, 

This monetary siagnation would have 
been avoided if congress had been called 
fo meet last March, and had done its 
work expeditiously: It is not too Jate 
how to urge our lawmakers at their De- 
cenmber session to lose no time in getting 
down business. must 
Something and be quick about it! 


to Congress do 
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White Caps and Lawlessness. 

There is a spirit of lawlessness from 
some communities in the south that 
should be checked at once. We do not 
think it is as formidable it is in 
celiiain parts of the north and west, but 
still it is unusual in the south, and for 
that reason should be checked in its in- 
sipiency. 

We refer to white caps giving notice 
to owners of ginhouses not to gin cotton 
when it is selling for less than 10 cents 
per pound, under penalty of having their 
ginhouses burned if the notice is disre- 
garded. A moment’s thought on the part 
of sensible men will at once demonstrate 
the fact that instead of such conduct hav- 
ing the effect intended by these lawless 
men, Who band together for such unlaw- 
ful purposes, it has just the opposite ef- 
fect, and brings great reproach, not alone 
upon the community where it is perpe- 
trated, but upon the whole state. It not 
only has the effect to depreciate the val- 
ue of cotton, but it injures all other kinds 
of property, as well as the people. Men 
in our midst who get their consent to be 
guilty of such conduct are not better than 
the anarchists of New York and Chicago. 
Their conduct will surely lead to punish- 
ment. We know that much of the talk 
about these people is grossly exaggerated, 
and that many of the rumors afloat about 
this or that community’ being afflicted 
with white caps is false and unfounded. 
Sut in some Instances the report is true. 

Let the men who have so little regard 
for law and order, be brought to speedy 
justice, as they should be. 

Let the judges follow the example of 
Judge Sampson Harris, in the Carroll 
county cases. He suppressed those wrong- 
doers in short order. 
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Chief Justice Bleckley on Lynch Law. 

No better article against lynch law was 
ever written than Chief Justice Bleck- 
ley’s paper in the November Forum. The 
following paragraph is full of weighty 
significance: 

The brief and Woody code of Ivynch law. 
translated into piain language, reads thus: 
“Let past crfme be met with present crime, in 
order that future crime may be prevented,” 
lis principle ts to check crime by ‘the com- 
mission of crime. Can any civilization stand 
this? Cau any organized society tolerate it 
and live? Can any enlightened moralist ap- 
prove it? The true cause of lynching is not 
the provocation itself, but the failure to dis. 
cern clearly and reaiize vividly the funda- 
menial truth which I am now urging, namely. 
thac provocation is utterivy irreievanr, either 
as justification or mitigation. ‘Were this great 
truth generally aocepted, there would be no 
pubsic opinion behind the Qynchers to afford 
them mvral support or encourage them with 
the hope of impunity. 

The chief justice thus contrasts lynch- 
ing and the provocation: 

Lynching and provocation stand each upon 
its owh% ‘ting. The second is nu excise for 
the first, and tue first is no allowable remedy 
Tor ‘ond. Provocation ought 
whether \ mening ceases or not: and Ivnching 
OUND. tO Cease Whether provoeati m Ceases or 
not. Both races shouid understand this, see 
li, feei it, teach it and practice ; or the 
races to crim-nate and recriminate, in the 
epir.t of childish wrangle and controversy. 
‘the one recouping ‘with the grievance of 
lynching where the former comp.ains of prove 
ocation, is hot omy unprofitable, but gravyely 
pernicious. Ir confuses thoughr, withdraws 
utiention from relevant matter and wastes 
-t on the irretevant; inflames passion, and aug- 
menis .race-aniagonism and aversion. To be 
Wise, politic aad patriotic, both races should 
on this momentous sudject think. feel and «o- 
operate from the standpoint of one and the 
same indivis.ble po.itccal society, responsible 
as such to Grod and tu the civilized worid for 
an abnormal prevalence of both and 
charged with the absolute amd un<hbunnabie 
duty of uprovi.ng eacu of them as far as Dus- 
sible, and as soon as poss.bie. 

it is cut of the question to successfully 
dispute ‘these propositions and concln- 
sions, but many good people will look 


abou. them apprehensively and say: 
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“How are we going to get rid of the two 
evils—provocation and lynching 7" 

We can think of only one way to ac- 
complish this. It is to so regulate the 
course of criminal justice in our courts 
that it will be swift as well as reasonably 
certain. The assassin of Prime Minister 
Percival, in England, was tried, convict- 
ed, sentenced and on the dissecting table 
Withiao thirty days after he fired bis faral 
shot. In this country his trial, first and 
lust, might have occupied two or three 
years, 

If our people knew that every rapist 
and murderer would be quickly dealt 
With in the courts, and tried, convicted 
and executed within thirty days after the 
commission of his crime, we do not be- 
lieve that they would resort to iyrching. 
The law's delay provokes violeace. Let 
us overbaul our code and see if we can- 
not expediie justice. There is room for 
reform in this direction. Why stoutd 
our criminal law ve so much slower Uhan 


martial law. 
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Asto the City Offices. 

The Constitution is of the opinion that 
‘the general assembly will not make a 
mistake if it acts favorably on the pro- 
position to let the people of the city of 
Atlanta elect their officers. 

We have spoken frequently on the im- 
portance of some action being taken that 
would prevent the interminable confu- 
sion incident to the biennial election by 
the council of the city treasurer. This 
question has, for a number of years, en- 
tered into every annual muiicipal elec- 
tion. By a unanimous vote the city coun- 
cil has agreed upon a plan which will 
leave ‘the selection of the treasurer to 
the people, and which settles theygmatter 
of keeping the city’s money in a very 
satisfactory manner. 

A bill, prepared in harmony with the 
Unanimous recommendation of the coun- 
ceil concerning this matter, has been in- 
troduced in the legislature. and it should 
not be obstructed by any confusion or 
dissatisfaction growing out of the recom- 
mendation of the committee of one hun- 
dred that other city officers should be 
elected by the people. 

The Constitution _agrees 
recommendation of the citizens’ commilt- 
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with the 


} tee and hopes that the legislature will 


pass a bill putting the election of mauy, 
if not all of the municipal officers, in the 
hands of the people. We can readily see, 
however, why it would probably be ad- 
visable to continue to leave the election 
of the recorder, the comptroller, the tax 
assessors, and probably the city attorneys 
to the council. 
entering into the choice of these particu- 
lar officers that perhaps render it advisa- 
ble to make no change in the present 
Inethod by which they are chosen. Bui 
rather than see the bill fail it would be 
preferable that even these ofticersgshould 
be inclu@®*d among those to be left to 
the people. As to the city clerk, the city 
marshal, and the tax collector, the gen- 
eral assembly can make no possible mis- 
take in providing that these offices be 
filled by the people, as they are in many 


There are considerations 


other cities. 

We urge, however, thaii out of the mis- 
understanding that has arisen in the 
recommendation of the council, and the 
attitude of Fulton’s representaitives, the 
former favoring the election of only the 
treasurer by the people, and the latter 
being disposed ‘to let the people elect seyv- 
eral other officers, now chosen by the 
council, that the city treasurership should 
not be lost sight of. 

Iiverybody agrees that there should be 
a change in ‘the present method of fill- 
ing this office. Hence the bill proposed 
by the city council should’ be adopted 
With as little delay as possible, and Ful- 
tom's representatives in the general assem- 
bly should at the saine time proceed in 
the matter of arranging for the election 
of the other officers by the people as 
recommended by the citizens’ committee.

The people of Fulton county are be- 
ginning to understand the city court busi- 
hess. They know that the county al- 
ready has two superior courts and two 
city courts, and that the proposed fifth 
court is entirely unnecessary. 

The Constitution is in receipt of nu- 
Inerous communications on the subject 


—some asking that petitions be circulated, 


and others calling for public meetings. 
Want of space prevents us from publish- 
ing one in five of the communications re- 
ceive, every one of which on the 
same line. We have received several com- 
munications, however, intimating that 
as this county is represented only by la w- 
yers in the general assembly, the bill will 
receive more Consideration than it is en- 
titled to.

While it is true 
that all three of the representatives of 
this county are lawyers, this fact will 
not keep them from legislating for all 
the people. They are not responsible for 
the bill It was proposed by a majority 
of the bar of Atlanta, and there are some 
good lawyers for it. There is no doubt, 
however, that an overwhelming majority 
of the leading members of the bar are 
out and out opposed to this new court, 
and that the business men and the labor- 
ing men of the city and the farmers of 
the county, are practically a unit against 
it. 

We are gratified to observe that Rep- 
resentative Martin has announced his de- 
termination to the bill. He is 
entitled to the thanks of the people for 
coming to their rescue, and we trust that 
Representatives King and O’Nei]l will 
him in his effort sustain the 
overwhelming sentiment of our people as 
opposed to the proposition to saddle on 
the county this unnecessary expense. It 
is not right to create a court for the pur- 
pose of inducing litigation or take care 
of would-be solicitors and judges, expec- 
tant bailiffs and professional jurors. Take 
this prop from behind the movement to 
establish the new court, and the proposl- 
tion would fall to pieces of its own 
weight. 

That this proposition, if submitted to 
the people, would be overwhelmingly 
voted down, there is no doubt.

The fact comments on 
itself. Let us observe in passing, how- 
ever, that the “‘razor-backs” are to the 
legal profession what the railway robbers 
are to the traveling public. We have no 
sympathy with the “razor-back”’ busi- 
ness, and if it is encouraged in its ag- 
gressions it will establish a new court on 
the wreck of every factory, tirm, or cor- 
poration: which is the victim of the de- 
vastating methods of those who have 
done more to undermine the noble pro- 
fession of the law ‘than all other influ- 
ences combined. 

The country people who held an indig- 
nation meeting in Collins’s district a few 
days ago at the proposal to establish this 
new court, hit the nail on the head in 
their declaration that what the county 
needed most was more factories and less 
courts. 

There can no longer be any doubt as 
to the overwhelming opposition of the 
people of the county against the new 
court proposition. Our representatives 
in the legislature should promptly accept 
the fact, as Mr. Martin has already done, 
and should give the bill a decent burial 
without any further ceremony.

A Utsh Correspondent’s Views. 

Editor Constitution: Im your issue of Oc- 
tober Jist, under the heading ‘A Mistaken 
Democrat,” you question the wisdom of Colo- 
nel Snead in leay'ng the democratic party, 
and suy the reasons given by him for taking 
such a step should not conyert many demio- 
crats to his way of thinking. I have carefully 
read his reasous and alsd General Rosser’s, 
of Virginia—they are both the same i sub- 
stance—and I fall to see wherein they have 
erred.

If any policy could be stated more plainiy than 
the coinage plank in the Chicago platform 
the writer fails to see how it could be done. 
It has been said that no law was ever passed 
that a shrewd lawyer could not drive a coach 
and four through, and many of the gold- 
bugs and patronage democrats — are 
now trving to put a@ construction on the 
words in the coinage plank not warrantied by 
their meaning. Nine-tenths of copMnon 
people irhroughont the country understood the 
policy of the democratic party ‘to reinstate sil- 
ver to its proper place in our mouetary system 
upon a parity with go'd and without charge at 
the mint to the owners of the metal. The Con- 
stituthon Knows to;what extent that pledge has 
been carried out Sy the democratic party in 
cougress. It wi.l not do co try to put a part 
of the blame on republicans when the deime- 
crats had control of both legislative branches, 
as well the executive. It is all very well 
to say these men are nor the whole democratic 
party, that che principles are all right and the 
masses are standing squarely on the platforn.. 
jut, what good are princip'tes er policies if 
they are not enacted into lows? They become 
as mere “‘sounding brass or a tinkiing cym- 
bol." And if deenocrats (or so-called demo- 
ecrats) will not carry ont democratic princi- 
ples then the peope shonld give power to 
some gurty that will, it matters net what irs 
name. It does follow that becuuse 
era. Rosser and Colonel Snead have ieft the 
democratic parcy they have forsaken deino- 
cratic principles. By no means. As Colonel 
Snead expresses it the populist party aaore 
neaniy coincides with that democracy ex- 
pounded by Jefferson and enlarged by Jark- 
son than the present democratic party. Were 
the ‘withdrawal of such men from the demo- 
cratic party a denial of democratie principles 
there avould be some cause for alarm, bun 
there is no danger of their 
ever supporting force high 
tonriffs, class legislation, monopolies, trusts 
and other infamies of black republican legisia- 
tion. Thev believe that Jeffersonian principles 
wiil be carr'ed out more fully by the popuiists 
than any ogher party, The name amounts to 
nothing, A rose under any other name would 
sinell just as sweet und it matters not to the 
peopié under what name of party their bur- 
dens are lightened provided they are light- 
ened. 

Now, I would Uke to know what The Con- 
stitution would have the people do. It says: 
“The democratic masses are standing squarely 
on the platform."’ Granted—but what good 
does that do if their representatives betray 
the trusts committed to them and fail to 
carry out party pledges? If the people do 
nothing but protest and fail to emphasize 
by action what care the politicians for that? 
As a life-long old Virginia democrat—one who 
when a mere boy shouldered a gun and went 
to the defense of Richmond against yankee 
raiders—it distresses me to even think of 
leaving a party to which both myself and 
father always belonged. But I believe the 
democratic party of today is essentially differ- 
ent from what it was thirty-five years ago. 
It posseses the name only and ig now under the 
influence (the eastern portion especially) of 
the money power no less than the republican. 
In other words, it is run in favor of .the 
Ciasses against the masses. It is all well 
enough to talk of harmony tn the party, but 
how can there be harmony when there are 
traitors in the camp? As the democratic 
wariy Is now constituted I believe it is idle 
for the people to expect relief from it. Gen- 
eral Hampton, it seems, is in favor of dripyv- 
ing a line of demarkation and ruling out of the 
party ali who stand on the Ocala platform.

have now come to the “parting of the ways.” 

The Constitution says: “We should remain 
at our posts and demand the redemption of 
the remaining pledges of our platform.” But 
what guarantee have the people that the re- 
maining p edges will be treaced with any more 
fairness and justice than the coinage plank? 
It seems to the writer just as consistent for 
repubiicans to charge ¢he presemt hard times 
to the democratic party as for some democrats 
to charge the hard times to the Sherman law 
When there is a money stringency in many 
parts of the wor'd where the Sherman taw has 
no foree. The position of Cleveland on the 
silver question was as well knuwn before the 
Chicago convention as it is now, and the party 
nominated him with its eves onen.

TOO MUCH EXPLOITATION OF HIS DEEDS 


In the New Orleans Papers Made the Con- 
iederate Officer Fear Butler Would 
Hang Him.

iex-Governor Sayers, the 
appropriation committee, 
sonage, florid face, 
Inusiache. Governor Sayers, however, has 
escaped the baid spot, which is such a success 
in the landscape’ gardening, adopted in refer- 
ence to the heads of some other lawmakers. 

The governor has had considerable war ex- 
per.ence. The other day, in recounting some 
of the accidents which befall the soldier, he 
went on to say: 

“The time when I was really frightened dur- 
ing the war was down tin Louisiana, I was 
mighty young then. I was fuil of ardor and 
enthusiasm, 2nd was strongly in for the side 
of the south. I came up out of Texas with a 
company. One day we captured a battery of 
B.X guns. They were brass, and the most 
beautiful things I think I ever Saw in my 
life. at least [ thought so then. They gave 
the battery to me and I was as proud as 4 
boy of a pair of new boots I put in most 
of my spare time hauling it around and trying 
to get into trouble with it. I took two guns 
and waded and pusied through the swamps 
and morasses to the Mississ'ppi. Here, after 
vonsiderabie Lving in wait, I managed to jn- 
wolve myself with a cunboat. Ly a series of 
foriunate shots I sunk the boat. 

“Most of her peopie got away and after- 
Ward appezred in New Orleans. At that 
time Ruiler had possession. These people gave 
a terrible acevount of their experience, and 
told what ¢ horr'ble creature and utterly blood 
thirsty citizen I was. They went on to sav 
that IT fired into their gunboat afier they had 
surrendered, "This was not true. I would not 
be gu.ity of 4 Sune h outrage anyhow, and 
aside from that I ddn't have the ammunition. 
However, their account of the fieht Was pub- 
lishe? in the New Orleans papers, then under 
control of Butler, and T was set forth in all 
Forts of disgraceful cotors in beth the head- 
ines and the articles themselves. 

Got Real Trouble at Last. 

“Some time afterward T 
troubie I needed, Even I was satisf# “dl. 
ge into a fight one aflerpoon. There ere 
abont 12,000 men on the confederate side. and 
perhaps a thovsand or two more on the fed- 
eral.

Was standing near the No. 1 gun. A man by 
the name of Thompson was aiding in rejoad- 
ing the piece. THe ‘had jus: stepped forward 
with the rammer when a shel! tore his breast 
open and he fell over on the gun Jike a nvet 
tewe. I ordered another man to the piace, 
and he got there just in time to eateh a min- 
mie bullet throvgh his mouth. I: came ong 
back of ‘his ear. This man afterward got 
wel, thoawever. I ordered tbe third tan to 
the piace, and something seemed ‘o reach 
down out of the atmosphere—a piece of shew, 

reckon-—-and hit him on top of the head. 1 
then took the place myse:f. IT had pot been 
there apore thun a minute when wy ‘eg 
seemed to give way and I fel! to the ground. 
I cou'd » not. tel what had happened, though | 
remembered thimking I musi be hurt. I could 
not fee! anything, and the question of what 
was the matter was a mystery. Just at this 
time a shot from the yankees blew up my 
ainmunition wagon. [ had 2,000 rounts of 
ammunition in a big army wagon about 100 
feet to the rear of wy battery.

‘aission will be thrown open every day in 
the year. 

lor this purpose, as heretofore mentioned, 
the sum of $2,000 was raised in tess than 
half an hour, and the establishment of the 
mission, with Mr. Barclay at its head, was 
unconditionally assured. 

The career of this brave little mission has 
been a long continued struggle But for 
every discouragement along the way a 
responding victory has rewarded the conse- 
erated efforts of the noble men and woweu 
Who have aided Mr. Barclay. 

“Had it not been for these,” said Mr. 
Barclay, “L woukl have given up long ago 
in despair. Many a time [I have been dis- 
couraged by the adverse circumstances With 
which we have had to contend, but thanks 
to their persistent work and the erace 
Almighty God, the mission has met every 
dificulty with triumph and every obstacle 
has been surmounted. I consider mysclf as 
one of the humbitest of the workers 
mission and claim but little credit for what 
has been accomplished.” 

The story this noble 
prise is familiar to nearly every one in this 
city. It was here that Osgood Saunders, 
at whose funeral Mr. Grady spoke 
ingly, was turned about in his 
reckless career, and brought to 
edge of a Savior’s infinite compassion, 
is no telling the xg Which this 
mission has accomplished. The seeds of a 
purer and better living which have tak 
root in that portion of the city have air 
flowered into many a glorious conversion 
but the sunshine it has carried into gloomy 
hearts smitten by the sorrows cold 
world, and the music it has addgd to many 
a weary life—these will never be computed 
until the record of all human effort has been 
finished and the testimony of those who 
have been redeemed shall make glad the 
morning of eternity! 

liow It Started. 

In view of the public interest which has 
been aroused in the Barelay mission, by 
the meeting of the Christian Workers’ con- 
vention in this city. it mnmay be well this 
morning to give a brief sumwnary of the 
principal events which have taken place in 
the career of this exceptiona!—or, perhaps, 
to use a betier word, this w sieetul - Wls- 
sion.
